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ENGLISHMEN VERY ANGRY 


GLADSTONE DENOUNCED AND 
LORD RANDOLPH PRAISED, 
RUSSIA GETS ALL SHE WANTED—WILL SHE 

GRASP STILL MORE? THE QUESTION 
NOW—COMMENTS FROM BERLIN, PARIS, 
AND ROME,

Lonpox, May 5.—Unless Russia should 
feel impelled to strike the adversary who 
so meekly kneels before her, there will be 
no warfor the present. Everything-that 
the Russians wanted, or were suspected of 
wanting, has been conceded them. and on 
no harder conditions than their assent to a 
Piekwickian kind of inquiry which has no 
other conceivable object than to afford the 
Ministry a plausiblemeans of escape. Eng- 
land has unreservedly thrown up her hand, 
and it only remains to be seen whether 
Muscovite arrogance, elated by this unex- 
pected submission, will not boldly grasp 
for more. There appears to be no reason 
why the Russians should not grasp for 
more, for they have their forces in position 
to do it, and, after the recent craven sur- 
render, they would be justified in assum- 
ing that no amount of insult could force 
Mr. Gladstone into a fight. 

London is simply speechiess with rage 
this afternoon at last night’s disclosures. 
Mr. Gladstone had few cheers save from 
the Radical benches below the gangway. 
Lord Randolph Churchill’s long speech 
was really a masterly indictment and is in 
every mouth to-day. Its indignant words 
are quoted on all sides as they were cheered 
to the echo last night. Every one feels 
that such a vast contrast as that afforded 
by Mr. Gladstone’s speech of a week ago 
and the statement he made last night does 
not exist elsewhere in the history of poli- 
tics, not even in his own career, and the 
bitterness of the wrath at him defies de- 
peription. To-day we are getting the first 
installment of a new series of foreign jeers 
over English cowardice from Berlin, Paris, 
Dublin, and evén from Rome, and you can 
\magine how they sting.

GEN. LUMSDEN TO -GO°"HOME.. ~ 
(THE AFGHAN NEGOTIATIONS TO BE CON-: 
DUCTED IN LONDON—A POOR SHIFT. 
Lonpon, May 5.—Mr. Gladstone, in the 
House of Commons this evening, was asked how 
it was that while Sir Peter Lumsden was recalled 
from the Afghan frontier by England Gen. 
Komaroff was retained there by Russia, and if 
these facts would nut indicate a confession of 
wrong on England’s side in the Afghan dispute. 
Mr. Gladstone said that there was no relation 
between the cases of Sir Peter Lumsden and Gen. 
Komaroff. The latter was not recalled because 
he was in command of the Russian forces, while 


Sir Peter bad been employed in a purely civil 
capacity. Sir Peter Lumsden, the Premier added, 
had not been recalled, but had been consulted 
upon the subject, and in conformity with hls 
own views had been requested to return to Eng- 
land. Asit bad been decided to carry on in 
London the future communications with Russia 
about the main points in the Afgban frontier 
line, both Sir Peter Lumsden and Col. Stewart 
been directed to come to London. 

Earl Granville, in the House of Lords this aft- 
ernoon, stated on behalf of the Government 
that he could conceive of nothing better than 
referring thé dispute over the Penjdeh in- 
cidert, involving the honor of two officers, to 
the decision of a third power in whom each side 
had perfect confidence. In this way the whole 
matter could be closed honorably for both sides. 

It was rumored in the lobby of the House of 
Commons to-day that Lord Randolph Churchill 
intends to initiate a Conservative vote of cen- 
sure of the Government, because it has failed to 
protect the interests of India. 

It is rumored on the Stock Exchange that the 
Ear! of Dufferin has resigned the office of Vice- 
roy of India. 

he Globe to-day says the so-called adjustment 
of the Anglo-Russian dispute isa poor shift, 
which amounts practicaily to nothing more 
than a truce for averting a collision, and which 
will resuitin nothing but a transfer of the diffi- 
culty from Mr. Gladstone’s shoulders to those of 
his successors. 

The Standard, commenting on Mr. Gladstone’s 
speech in the House of Commons last evening 
on the Afghan question, says: ‘*No doubt is 
now entertained that the arrangement between 
England and Russia includes the surrender of 
Penjdeh to Russia.” 

The moderate papers and the public in general 
are inclined to approve the present plan of set- 
tiement, as it will allow Engiand time in which 
to put her army and navy in perfect fighting 
order for a final struggle, which the majority 
believe to be certain to occur. The only fear 
expressed is that the Government cannot suf- 
ficiently bind Russia to a solemn agreement not 
to advance beyond the frontier, which, when 
settled, is expected to leave Zulfikar and Maru- 
chak wivhin the Afghan lines. There is a sud- 
den subsidence of reports in the papers of 
armaments, both here and in Russia, but prepa- 
rations will probably continue on both sides. 
They will be less hurried, but’ for that very 
reason wili be conducted on a more solid footing. 

itis officially explained that Sir Peter Lums- 
den has not been recalled trom Afghanistan in 
the diplomatic sense of the term, but has been 
summoned to London to advise the Government 
upon technical matters regarding the delimita- 
tion of the frontier. 

Mr. Gladstone, at the request of the Conserva- 
tives, bas consented to take the next stage of 
the vote of credit on Monday instead of Thurs- 
day. The Conservatives hope that in the mean- 
time further light will be thrown on the Afghan 
question. 

Baron de Staal. Russian Ambassador, ane Earl 
Granville had along conference to-day on the 
guestion of what guarantees should be provided 
against a Russiau advance on Herat. It is re- 
ported that Earl Granville proposed the 
making of a _ treaty pledging Russia 
against a further advance -and recognizing 
an English protectorate in Afghanistan. Some 
uncertainty remains in diplomatic und official 
circles as to the maintenance of peace. The 
naval and military work will continue until 
both branches are fully supplied with stores. 

Col. Ridgeway will take command of the 
British Boundary Commission in place of Sir 
Peter Lumsden. Capt. Yate will be second in 
command. 

The latest official intelligence is that two Brit- 
ish gunboats are now at Port Hamilton for the 
purpose of watching British interests and an- 
ticivating any attempt of a foreign power to 
occupy tne island.

EGYPT AND THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Paris, May 5.--The Suez Canal Commis- 
sion have decided to exempt Egypt and Turkey 
from the prohibition of acts of hostility in the 
Suez Canal, or the landing of troops on its 
banks, provided these measures become neces- 
sary for the defense of Egypt. Several of the 
powers represented on the commission, how- 
ever, have made certain reservations in regard 
to the exercise of these privileges bysTurkey 
and Egypt. The subcommittee of the commis- 
sion continue to hold daily sessions. The result 
of these meetings is a gradual merging of the 
English and French drafts for a future policy 
for the management of the canal. The progress 
toward this result is said to be very satisfactory 
to every one concerned. 

The report of the Canal Commission will be 
8u to the international conference which 
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is to be held in Paris in July. The question of 
the neutrality of the canal will be reserved 
for the consideration of the conference. 
The commission's report will recommend 
that when Egypt is unabie to insure the defense 
of the approaches to the canal the charge of 
such defense will devolve upon Turkey, with- 
out the right to delegate it to other powers. The 
report will also recommend that an interna- 
tional commission analagous to the Danubian 
Commission be appointed to have supervision 
over the canal.

‘OHIO’S } LEGISLATURE. ADJOURNS,.

AFTER«SADDLING A HUGE -DEBT’‘ON THE 
CITY OF CINCINNATI. 

CrxcrnnaTI, May 5.—The Legislature, 
which happily adjourned sine die yesterday, in- 
creased the indebtedness of Cincinnati and Ham- 
ilton County $1,750,000, outside of the authoriza- 
tion of $4,000,000 on the streets. The understand- 
ing is that $2,000,000 of the $4,000,000 for the 
streets is to be paid by the city and the other 
$2,000.000 by abutting property holders, but ex- 
perience has taugbt that not more than 50 per 
cent. of assessments for such improvements are 
even collected. Thecity, of course, has to make 
good to contractors assessments not collected, 
and it issafe to assume, therefore, that of the 
$4,000,000 which is to go into granite and asphalt 
pavements the city will be taxed nearly or 
quite $8,000,000. This added tothe $1,750,000 for 
miscellaneous purposes will increase the indebt- 
edness authorized by the outgoing Legislature 
to nearly $6,000,000. Taxpayers are complaining, 
and the almost certain result will be the sending 
of a Republican instead of a Democratic dele- 
gation to the next Legislature, which will insure 
that body being Republican. Outside of the 
proposed street improvements; the increase in 
the tax rate for which the late Legislature is 
responsible, is due to the abolition of the fruit- 
ful Scott liquor tax and the burning of the 
Court House by the rioters. 

A blunder of the Legislature in its last hours 
is causing much merriment among Republicans, 
A bill was passed a month ago taking the con-, 
trol of the Cincinnati police force out of the 
hands of the Mayor-elect, who was a Republic- 
an, and giving it to a Democratic Board of Com- 
missioners, It happened that the bill providing 
for the registration of voters, which was backed 
by a great body of business and professional 
men, was introduced into the Legislature pre- 
vious to the passage of the Police Commission 
bill, and naturally the Mayor was the officer 
named to direct the police in enforcing the 
registration law at the polis. After the passage 
of the bill transferring the general control of 
the police to a Board of Commissioners, it seems 
not to bave occurred to any one to adapt the 
registration bill to that change, and in the hurry 
at the end of the session it was put through both 
houses in its original form. ‘The purpose, there- 
fore, of the Democratic managers, in taking the 
control of the police out of the hands of the 
Mayor in order to use them at elections, was by 
this oversight defeated. 





A WOMAN DIES FROM POISON. 

MonTREAL, May 5.—A young woman 
named Gussie Martin, who is said to have eloped 
with a young man from her home in New-York 
six months ago, hascome to her death under 
very suspicious circumstances. Itappears that 
her parents insisted on her marrying a man 
whom she disliked, and to escape from their im- 
portunities she fled with her former lover. On 
arriving in this city they rented rooms from a 
Miss Bissonnette on Vitre-street. Three months 
ago the girl was deserted by her lover, and since 
then she has been leading a life of shame. Yes- 
terday afternoon two Mailiffs went to evict the 
people in the house, but as they were entering 
the door three fashionably dressed women came 
rushing down stairs, screaming. “* My God, Gus- 
sie has poisoned herself!” They rushed up 
stairs and found the woman lying on the floor, 
and resting avainst the door. She was very 
scantily dressed and lay insensible, while there 
were several cuts on one her of hands. Beside ber 
was an oil lamp withthe glass broken. The room 
was inthe greatest disorder, tables and chairs 
being overturned. She was removed to the 
Notre Dame Hospital, and every effort was made 
to resuscitate her, but without success, and she 
died at an early hour thismorning. In her room 
was found the remains of a package of mor- 
phine and a quantity of black snuff with which 
the clothes she wore were sprinkled. he hac a 
large amount of clothing and jewelry.

THE RESERVOIR MYSTERY. 


CLUVERIUS ON TRIAL FOR. THE MURDER 
OF MISS MADISON. 
*t Rrowmonp, Va., May 5.—T. J. Cluverius, ! 
‘charged with the murder of Fannie Lilian Mad- 
ison on the night of March 18 last, was brought 
from the City Jail this morning and taken tothe 
Hustings Court, where the case was called at 11 
o'clock. Counsel on both sides announced their 
readiness to proceed with the case, and the 
venire was sworn and exhausted, securing but 
one juror. The court ordered a tales of 100 


men to be" issued, returnable at 5 P. M., 
to which time it took a recess. Cluverius 
pleaded “not guilty” to the charge of murder, 
At5 P. M. the court reconvened and the names 
of the talesmen were called successively, each 
one being questioned as to his fitness to give the 
prisoner a fair trial. Only four out of over 80 
examined were found competent. Additional 
tales of 200 were ordered, and the court ad- 
journed until 11 A. M. to-morrow. The prison- 
er’s counsel are Judge W. W. Crump and Hever- 
ly T. Crump, of Richmond; the Hon. 8, Brown 
Evans, of Essex, and the Hon. H. R. Pollard, ot 
King and Queen County. 

No case which has occurred in Virginia in the 
past quarter of a century has attracted so much 
interest as the mysterious murder of pretty 
Fannie Lilian Madison. Ever since the moment 
it became apparent that the young governess, 
met her death by foul means the case has 
awakened the deepest interest in the minds of 
the public. Thousands of people here have 
visited the reservoir where the unhappy girl’s 
dead body was found on March l4. Since the 
scene enacted there on that cold and dismal Fri- 
day night many changes have been made in 
the surrounings of the place. The jury will 
examine the spot. It is probable that they will 
be sent through the grounds at night, when they 
will have a better opportunity of realizing the 
utter loneliness and dreariness of the place. 
Cluverius, the young lawyer who is charged 
with the girl’s betrayal and murder, is one of the 
coolest and most self-possessed prisoners seen 
here under such a grave charge. Long before 
the court opened this morning- a large crowd 
gathered in the street in front of the court room 
to catch a glimpse of the prisoner as he passed 
from jail to the courtroom and back. Cluverius 
manifested no disposition to avoid the gaze of 
the curious, and after the court adjourned this 
afternoon stood up in his place near the bar and 
faced the crowd that had gathered there es- 
pecially to catch a glimpse of the man charged 
with Miss Madison’s murdex. 

The trial of Cluverius will be one of the most 
interesting known here for 25 years. So far as 
known the prosecution lack two or three links 
in the chain of circumstantial evidence to make 
it complete. The most important link that is 
wanting is to connect Cluverius with the spot 
where the girl’s dead body was found in the 
water. A watch key found near the spot can 
be shown to have been in the possession of the 
prisoner a year ago, but the defense will at- 
tempt to rebut this by showing that the dead 
woman had a similar key in her possession on 
‘tthe day of her death. The whole case is sur- 
rounded with mystery and legal technicalities, 
One of the most important witnesses on the trial 
will be Dr. W. H. Taylor, Coroner of this city. 
This gentleman, shortly after the finding of the 
girl’s body in the reservoir, made a thorough 
post-mortem exanitnation. It has just transpired 
that not many days after the post mortem Dr. 
Taylor wrote in a reporter's notebook his views 
of the case, and took the ground that Miss 
Fannie Lilian Madison had committed suicide. 
In urging this theory he gave at some length his: 
reasons for this theory, taking each of the cir- 
cumstances attending the discovery of the bod 
of the deceased and what the autopsy revealed., 
1t is not improbable that this paper will be im-. 
portant testimony in the trial of the prisoner.

FALLING WALLS AND FIRE 


THREE PERSONS FOUND DEAD AND 


MANY MISSING. 
‘COLLAPSE YAND BURNING OF A FACTORY 
BUILDING IN BROOKLYN—PROBABILITY 
«THAT MANY PERSONS ARE IN THE RUINS, 
~“ 'The crash of falling walls and breaking 


“timbers, puffs of smoke, and flashes of flame 


suddenly gave an absorbing interest to the block 
in Brooklyn bounded by State-street, Hicks- 
street, Atlantic-avenue, and Columbia-place! at 
9:10 o'clock yesterday morning. <A large build- 
ing, which contained nearly a score of busy 
workshops, giving employment to more than 500 
persons, crumbled to pieces with scarcely a mo- 
ment’s warning, carrying down with it the rear 
extensions of a row of tenement houses fronting 
on Atlantic-avenue. Lives were lost, but how 
many is pot yet known. 

Furnaces, in which hot fires were burning, 
were broken and overturned by the huge falling 
mass. The timbers and other combustibles in 
the building were instantly ignited and the 
flames spread with almost indescribable rapidity. 
One section of the collapsed structure was blaz- 
ing flercely while the walls of another section 
were ominously tottering. The sweep of de- 
struction was rapid, but not so rapid as to pre- 
vent the escape of most of the occupants of the 
building. There were some unfortunate per- 
sons, however, who, it is feared, were caught 
without any chance of escape; and buried under 
the walls that first fell. Tho estimates of the 
losses at the outset were greatly exaggerated. 
Actual facts showed, late last night, that three 
persons were burned to death, six persons seri- 
ously injured and taken to a hospital, eight 
other persons slightly injured and taken to thoir 
homes, and inquiries had been made for thirteen 
persons reported to be missing. 

There are conflicting statements regarding the 
immediate cause of the collapse of the building. 
The walls which fell first were in the westerly 
part of the building, where some alterations 
had been mado under tho supervision of a house 
mover named Frank W. Miller. He had been 


engaged to raise a floor which had sagged some- 
what, andin so doing he had taken out some 
old supports and put in new ones. Mr. Miller 
disavows responsibility tor the disaster, claim- 
ing that he had finished his job properly and was 
about taking his implements away when the 
walls fell. The§explanation of the cause of the 
collapse first given to the Brooklyn officials was 
that the walls had been weakened by “ jacking”’ 
them improperly inan attempt to replace an 
old girder by a new one. 

The area covered by the smoking, steaming 
ruins included nearly one-fifth of the entire 
block. The fallen structure had apparently 
been built piecemeal, but it presented a solid 
brick front four stories high on State-street, ex- 
tending from No. 38 to No. 48 inclusive, a dis- 
tance of about 200feet. A high chimney—which 
did not fall—arose from the river end of the 
building. The structure extended back toward 
Atlantic-avenue, and its rear walls came within 
a few feet of the rear wails of a long row of old 
brick tenements and stores — on the ave- 
nue. There was an interior court formed by the 
two extreme ends or wings of the manufactur- 
ing building extending further back than the 
central portion. A portion of the building 
nearest Atlantic-avenue was five stories high. 
There were three or four entrances on State- 
street, but what was regarded as the main en- 
trance to the old glassworks was a broad gate- 
way just to the left of No. 55 Atlantic-avenue. 
This gateway passes beneath a three-story brick 
building and afforded an entrance to the western 
end of the old factory. The ground floor of No. 
65 Atlantic-avenue was used as an office by 
George L. Abbott, the manager of the property, 
andthe other Atlantio-avenue buildings, from 
Nos, 49 to 68, which flanked the collapsed struct- 
‘ure, are occupied as stores and tenements. 

The occupants of the fallen structure were 
‘first warned by the trembling of the floors and 
the shaking of the walls. Almost immediately 
a portion of the westerly section of the struct- 
ure nearest Atlantic-avenue tumbled to the 
ground. The.rear wall fell with terrific force 
against the back part of the tenement houses, 
crushing in the walis in some parts, demolishing 
the window sashes, and breaking and twisting 
the fron fire-escapes. Showers of bricks were 
thrown through many of the upper windows of 
the tenements, and sections of the floors 
in those buildings were broken down. 
Fortunately comparatively few of the 

en. women, and children employed 
D the various factories were in tho portion of 
the building which fell first. Many who hap- 

ened to be there ran into the State-street por 

ion of the building and from there escaped into 
the street. Scores of working people in the east- 
erly wing and central part of the building felt 
the shaking of the floors and walls in time to 
make thelr way safely to the street. The fore- 
man of one workshop on the top floor of that 
part of the building nearest Columbia-place sub- 
sequently declared that he saw the westerly end 
faling and succeeded in getting 100 men and 
girls out of his shop into State-street just one 
minute before the entire building collapsed. 

The flames, which spread so quickly through 
the confused mass of crumbled masonry, 
splintered woodwork, and broken and leaking 
gas pipes, are supposed to have originated from 
the displaced furnace fires in the engine room, 
a tinsmith’s shop. and a soap factory. Thero 
were about 18 different manufacturing indus- 
tries in the building, and the great variety of 
articles contained in these different workshops 
furnished much combustible material. The 
flames swept along the rear of the tenement 
houses and drove most of the inmates into the 
street. Some of theese inmates, it is feared, were 
unable to get away. The finding of three dis- 
figured bodies, burned to a crisp, near the 
Atlantic-avenue entrance to the factory build- 
ing, led to the suspicion that other victims were 
buried beneath the ruins. 

The excitement in the neighborhood was in- 
tense. The character of the old manufacturing 
building was well known to al! persons living or 
doing business near by, and when it was ascer- 
tained that the structure had completely col- 
lapsed the air became filled with exaggerated re- 
ports of the loss of life. Fire and police alarms 
were sent out, and within 10 minutes trom the 
first sign of disaster the block was sur- 
rounded by a line of policemen. The fire- 
men turned their attention to extinguish- 
ing the flames, and the police endeavored 
to control the excited crowd of spectators in 
order that somesystematic work of relief might 
be organized. The hundreds of working people 
who had escaped from the ruined buildings 
mingled with the crowds in thestreets and added 
to the general excitement by their terror-strick- 
en exclamations, A large proportion of the 
persons employed in the factory building resided 
in the vicinity, and their relations and friends 
came upon the scene hatiess and bonnetless and 
struggled wildly to get through the police lines 
in order to find those in whose welfare they 
were interested, 

The last portion of tottering wall bordering on 
State-street fell outward about 10 o’clock, Jeav- 
ing jagged parts of the interior brick partition 
walls standing here and there. The firemen took 
possession of State-street between Hicks-street 
and Columbia-place and soon had half a dozen 
heavy streams playing upon it. The flames were 
extinguished in less than two hours, and while 
the mass of masonry was still hot and smoking 
the firemen were clambering over it and endeav- 
oring to place ropes and chains around the sec- 
jens of standing wall in order to pull them 

own. 

While the firemen were throwing water upon 
the ruins no organized attempt was made to 
search for the bodies of missing persons. The 
chief of the department suggested to the police 
authorities that he be allowed to put out the 
fire, after which arrangements for an effective 
search could be made. In attacking the flames 
from the Atlantic-avenue entrance, however, 
the firemen discovered the charred remnants of 
three bodies, believed to be males, lying near 
the engine house in the westerly section 
of the building. These bodies were envel- 
oped in blankets and taken to the Third Sub 
Precinct Police Station, near by, where they 
remained until the Coroner directed their re- 
moval to the Morgue. Each one of the bodies 
was disfigured beyond identification. One was 
supposed to be that of the missing engineer, 
Daniel Lowery; another was supposed to be 
that of Edward Butler, a night watchman, who 
was asleep with his brother David in a rear room 
on the second floor of No. 51 Atlantic-street 
when the fiames invaded that building. The 
third body, it was thought, wasall that remained 
of a boy whom somebody saw in the west end of 
the factory building just before the walls fell. 

Just before 1 o’clock alow rumble was heard 
under the street, apparently, and in a second a 
whole section in the street about 10 feet wide, 
and extending almost across thestrect, sank out 
of sight. Through the blinding cloud of thick 
black smoke and dust which shot up into the air 
the struggling forms of two firemen were seen. 
The men struggled desperately for.a mo- 
ment to clamber up the slipping sides 
of the pit, and, overcome, they were 
swept down under a pile of cobblestones, 
bricks, and dirt. The men were Charlies Ruddy 
and James Fay, both of Engine Company No. 5. 
Among the firemen who saw this accident 
were iliiam Sapiens. of Truck No. 4, and 
William Dotan, of Engine Company No. 20. 
Without a moment's hesitation, and almost be- 
fore the rumbling mass in the excavation had 
settled, and while smoke and fire were pouring 
up,these brave fellows plunged after,their fellow- 
comrades, and, quicker than it takes to tell 
it, they had reappeared on the surface, each 
bearing in his arms his wounded burden. An 
ambulance was standing at the corner of Hicks- 
street, nud into it the wounded men were placed 





and tuken to the Long Island College Hospital, 
Neither of the rescuers was hurt at all. The 
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sudden caving in of the streetis thought to have 

n caused by an explosion of gas in a sort of 
vault which has long n unused and which ran 
from the basement of the factory building out 
under the street. 

There was little attempt to search in the ruins 
for missing persons, and the men who were 
doing what was done stopped work before 6 
o'clock. There was some talk about continuing 
the work by calcium light, but 1t was finally de- 
cided to discontinue further search until this 
morning. The fire engines were sent home, but 
firgmen were left to take care of the smoking 
rufhs. The crowd increased after dark. Working 
people who had heard everybody talking about 
the affair on their way home walked down to 
the scene after supper. The policemen on guard 
at the street corners surrounding the block 
battled with hundreds of factory girls. Some of 
the sections of wall still standing were so unsafe 
that even the firemen kept away from them. 
Until nearly midnight people came to the ruins 
inquiring for missing friends and relatives. No 
one seemed to know whether there were five or 
60 bodies under the great pile of fallen brick. 
Some employes who were reported to be there 
dropped around to the Third Sub-Precinct Sta- 
tion House during the evening and reported 
themselves all right. 

When the excitement had abated somewhat 
efforts were made to get together as many as 
possible of the persons who had escaped from 
the ruins. Very few such persons could be 
tound, however, and those who could be found 
told such conflicting stories that no satifactory 
estimates could be formed of the number 
of occupants of the structure when it collapsed. 
The statements be pe ogy | the total number of 
Rescons employed in the building varied from 

000 to 700. One cool-headed man, who said that 
he had worked in the building a great many 
years, stated that a count was made some 
months ago and it was found that the num- 

r of men, boys, women, and girls engaged 
in the various factories aggregated about 660. 

In the opinion of Eugene Rigoulet, foreman 
for Charles Schwitter, watchcase manufacturer, 
who occupied portions of the second and top 
floors of the State-street a of the build- 
ing, more than 500 persohs escaped from the 
tumbling mass yesterday morning. Mr. Rigou- 
let said that he had worked in the building about 
eight years, during which period fires had broken 
out six or seven times. The last time that a fire 
occurred in the building was about one year 
ago, andit was then extinguished by means of 
hand-grenades. 

There were no exterior fire escapes on the fac- 
tory building. According to statements of per- 
sons employed therein the only precautions that 
had been taken against fire was the procuring of 
a few chemical fire extinguishers, including 
some hand grenades. The walls of the structure 
were apparently not strong. Many persons who 
examined them after the disaster expressed the 
belief that they had been too weak to stand the 
weightand strain put upon them. While the 
firemen were pulling down the jagged remnants 
it was observed that when tightly encircled by 
ropes they crumbied like egg shells. ‘The inte- 
rior brick partition walls were 9 inches thick. 
There was a great deal of heavy machinery in 
the structure. 

Persons who inquired for the owner of the 
fallen building were referred to George L. 
Abbott, who has charge of the property. Mr. 
Abbott remained near thescene of the disaster 
fora short time and then went away and did 
not return. He was disposed to be very reti- 
cent and refused to give the name of the owner 
of the property until Fire Marshal Thorne and 
some of the police officials advised himthat he 
could not pursue any better course than by 
freely giving such facts as he possessed. He 
said that the geogeety was owned by Nathan 
Cushing, of Boston. The insurance on the 
building, as Mr. Abbott understood it, was 

70,000. It is understood, however, that a por- 
tion of this insurance is inoperative. An appli- 
cation to insure a portion of the building was 
made to a New-York insurance agent only a few 
days ago, and was refused because it was not 
made in the name of the owner of the property.

ARREST OF THE CONTRACTOR. 


“ The contract for raising the second floor’ 


of the five-story brick building,which had sagged, 
was given to B. ©. Miller, of No. 979 Bergen- 
street. Mr. Miller returned from Coney Island, 
where he had spent the day, at 6:30 in the even- 
ing. He said that he had just heard of the acci- 
dent. He could tell nothing about the con- 
tract, as he had not undertaken it. His son 
Frank had done the work. Frank W. Muller, 
who is 30 years old, and married, lives diagonally 
across the street from his father’s house, ina 
neat frame cottage. He was pushing a lawn 
mower over the grass plot in hisfront yard when 


asked to explain the nature of the work he had 
done on the fallen building. 

**In the first place,’* he said, **I might as well 
state that none of my men were killed, though 
the papers have them buried in the ruins. Only 
one, John Burns, was hurt, and he is not at all 
seriously injured. You want to know what my 
contract called for? The girder supporting the 
second floor had sunk a little inthe centre. I 
was to raise the floor. Isaid that it would not 
do toraise it more than an inch, as there was 
shafting all through the building above the first 
floor, and if the floor were raised more than 
an inch the machinery might not be able 
to work smoothly. We jacked up the second 
floor on Friday of last week. I think the girder 
reated on our jJackscrews for four days. The 
brick piers in the cellar had been enla: ged, and 
stone caps had been placed onthem. The posts 
which supported the first tloor and rested on 
these piers were 12 or 14 inches square and of 
good, sound spruce or white pine. They were 
quite strong enough to carry the weight of the 
building. The carpenters were putting in two 
girders in the cellar to support the first floor, 
asa lot of machinery was to bg put on it 
for William Daniels. The girders in the cel- 
lar were to be independent of the other 
girders and columns above. They were merely 
rp tg to the first floor. The carpenters 

ad two little screws—carpenters’ jackscrews— 
in the cellar, with which they intended to spring 
two $-inch square girders. These screws were 
light and could lift no heavy weight. They had 
nothing to do with the accident. Thescrews were 
located at the east end of the five-story build- 
ing, and the accident happened, so I understood, 
atthe other end. After shoring up from the 
cellar and strengthening the girders there we 
began work on the first floor. The girder which 
had sagged supported the second floor, and that 
was the one we were to raise. I had three men 
with me—Frank McLaughlin, James Fogarty, 
and Jonn Burns. There were two carpenters in 
the cellar, but 1 had nothing to do with them, 
nor had they with me. I had five heavy jack- 
screws under the second floor. There wasn‘t 
one that wouldn’t bear a weight of 20 
tons, and several of them could bear twice that 
amount. So long as these screws were under the 
building it stood all right, and they were not re- 
moved until everything seemed satisfactory to 
me. The sunken girder was of spruce or white 
pine, and it was sound. I examined it closely, 
and am sure of that, because we did not thiuk it 
necessary to substitute another for it. The old 
columns which supported this girder were 
sound. We used them again and put oak caps 
onthem. The caps were 2 feet long, 12 inches 
broad, and 4 inches thick. These caps, of 
course, strengthened the girder. Everything 
looked satisfactory to me when we took our 
jackscrews down.’ 

** When did you take them down?” 

“The screws were removed about 8:80 this 
morning, or about 15 minutes before anything 
occurred. I was by when they were taken 
down.” 

“It is said that one screw was higher than the 
others, and that to this the accident was due?” 

‘There isn’t a word of truth in the statement: 
no more than there is inthe statement that wo 
were jacking up a wall. One screw wouldn't 
begin to lift the floor. None of our screws were 
near a wall; not within 15 feet of one. My work 
was done well and was finished. I do not con- 
sider myself accountable in auy way for the ac- 
cident.’ 

** How do you account for it?” 

“TIT don’t understand clearly how it could have 
occurred. One post rested directly over another. 
The bearings were the same as they had been for 
years. Mr. Daniels, who was to occupy the first 
floor fora machine shop, saw me immediately 
after the accident. Hesaid he was thankful [ 
had taken my jackscrews down, as the accident 
could not be blamed on me. He said he saw the 
girder which supported the second fioor after 
the first crash, und it was all right; it was in 
its proper place. He said that he noticed 
the girder which supportedt he _ third 
floor was broken and hung down like 
a V.° He wasn’t sure whether it was broken 
on both sides of a post or between the two 
posts, but thoughtit haa broken on both sides 
of a column, On the fioor supported by this gir- 
der, which Mr. Daniels says was broken, was 10 
tons or more of silica. That may have been too 
heavy torthe girder; and have broken it, but 
this was not the girder I had raised. The build- 
ing was a very old one, 40 or 50 years old prob- 
ably, and 10 tons of stuff seems pretty heavy to 
put on the third floor.” 

At this point, about 7 o'clock, there was a ring 
atthe front door. The visitor was Detective 
Daly, who said: ** Mr. Miller, I am ordered to ar- 
rest you on a charge of criminal carelessness, 
made by Coroner Meninger.” 

‘Very well,” said Mr. Miller. ** You will allow 
mote explein to my wife that I may be out 
ate. 

Mr. Miller was taken to the Third Sub-Pre- 
cinct. His father was informed of his arrest. 
Mr. Miller said that his father would probably 
see Judge Moore and get him bailed out. At 9 
o'clock he was locked up in acell. The abeve 
statement was read to him and he said: ** That is 
all right.”

THE TENANTS AND THE LOSSES. 

Twenty different industries were rep- 
resented in the ruined buliding,tincluding P. H. 
McGann’s oleomagarine factory, which was not 
in operation, but which occupied a three- 
story wing of the main structure, facing on 
Columbia-place. This last-mentioned wing was 
gutted by fire and water. Following is a list 


of the occupants of the main building: Henry 
L. Judd & Co., window shade roller manufact- 
urers, about 300 hands; Charles Schwiter, 
watchcase maker, about 100 hands; C. W. But-

The total insurance—placing the 
insurance on the factory building at $70,000 
as claimed—aggregates about $250,000. aS ® 
Judd & Co. had about $40,000 insurance on ma- 
chinery and stock: they could not tell the ex- 
tent ot their loss, William Durst estimated his 
loss at about $8,000; insurance, $4,500. Charles 
Schwitler had about $50,000 insurance; 
N. Gerow, about $20,000; Roy & Co., 
eee Baker & Monroe, $15,000, and the 
Jolumbia Rubber Works, $4,000. A large 
part of the insurances was placed in the A‘tna, 
of Hartford, the Lancashire, Royal, Williams- 
burg City, and Niagara Companies. Thurber, 
Whyland & Co. lost about $500 worth of soap 
material on which there was no insurance. 

The losses to the owners and occupants of the 
buildings adjoining the factory structure on 
Atlantic-avenue, Columbia-place, and | State- 
street are estimated roughly as follows:

In Columbta-place.—The*" Old Brewery,”” which runs 
back to the factory building and which is owned by the 
same estate, has been leased by Patrick H. McGann, 
to be used asan oleomargarine factory, but bas not 
been used fortwo months. This was totally destroyed 
and $5,000 worth of McGann’s machinery was ruined. 
MecGann’s insurance had been recently withdrawn. 
The damage to No. 36 State-street, adjoining the col- 
lapsed building, was about $500. 

Sparks fell upon several buildings in Atlantic- 
avenue above and below the ruined factory and 
did slight damage to the shingled roofs. A few’ 
windows were broken in houses in State-street, 
opposite the factory building. No. 50 State- 
strect, which adjoins the Columbia Rubber 
Works, was filled with smoke and water, and a 
portion of the roof was burned. 

J. Thompson, the proprietor of a large store 
at Atlantic-avenue and Columbia-street, has 
lived in the neighborhood for 85 years and knew 
allabout the buildings which were destroyed. 
The factory, he says, was erected fully 20 years 
ago, if not before the beginning of the war, in 1860. 
A New-York clothier named Frost was the orig- 
inal builder. He wasan enterprising man and 
interested in the manufacture of glass, for which 
he erected the building. In atew years he solid 
the factory to Mr. Houghton, another giass man- 
ufacturer, who continued the business with his 
sons until Se ' established a glass manufactory at 
Corning, N. Y. Then the elder Houghton filled 
his Atlantic-street building with machinery, 
which he rented with steam power to manufact- 
urers. George L. Abbott is Superintendent of 
the Brooklyn Steam Power Company. The 
building was mostly rebullt after the great fire 
10 or 15 years ago.

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DEFEATED BY THE INDIANS 


‘COL, OTTER ROUTED BY CHIEF 
POUNDMAKER. 
“HIS, FORCES COMPELLED TO LEAVE THETR 
DEAD AND WOUNDED ON THE FIELD 
’ OF BATTLE. 

&* SASKATCHEWAN LANDING, May 5, Via 
Swift Current, Northwest Territory.—A mail 
courier has just arrived from' Battleford with the 
following dispatch dated May 3: “ A flying col- 
umn of 300 men from Battleford had an engage- 
ment with Poundmaker’s force of 600 Indians at 
his reserve, lasting from 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing till noon yesterday. The troops lost &killed’ 
and had 12 wounded. The Indian lossis eati- 
mated at 50. Col. Otter covered 70 miles, fought 
the battle, and returned inside of 30 hours. The 
men behaved magnificently. The list of killed 
is as follows: ;

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, May 5.—The fight 
near Battleford yesterday was a fierce one, and 
resulted disastrously for the troops, who were’ 
much outnumbered. Poundmaker, before Col.; 
Otter’s arrival, had plundered and burned 
houses at Battleford and slain many of the, 
settlers. The rest of them took refuve in the 
barracks and hela out for several days without 
food or water, many of them almost dead with 
Starvation. When Col.Otter, with 300 men,reached 
town after a week’s march from Qu’Appelle 


they found the Indians besieging the barracks 
and the besieged just at the point of surrenders. 
ing to the redskins. He arrived just in time and 
beyan an attack on Poundmaker’s forces, which 
numbered between 600 and x00. Colw Otter’s 
force consisted of the Queen’s Own Rifle Bat- 
talion, of Toronto; Mounted Police under 
Col. Herchmer, the Ottawa Foot Guaras. and! 
Mounted Voiunteers from Battleford. When: 
Col. Otter arrived the fight was commenced,; 
the troops firing from shelter of bushes, trees, 
&c., and picking off the redskins with great rapid- 
ity. Probably 50 Indians bit the dust before they 
made a dash at the troops, and then a fearful, 
hand-to-hand encounter took place, in which; 
the troops suffered terribly. Col. Otter had a! 
narrow escape, his horse having beem 
shot under him and two bulicts passin 
through his hat. The encounter began at 
o’cloo in the morning and lasted till! 
noon, Col. Otter's force eventually retiring 
to the barracks, leaving more than 30 dead and} 
wounded on the fleld. The battle ground was} 
covered with the dead and dying of both sides.: 
When the troops retired the Indians fired after. 
them and afterward withdrew to their reserve! 
a tew miles distant, where they are fortifying 
themse!ves for another encounter, which cer-' 
tainly will take place. Col. Otter receives rein- 
Torcements. 

The bodies of the City Volunteers killed in the 
battle of Fish Creek were brought here this 
evening and uw public funeral takes place to- 
morrow. All will be buried in the same grave. 
The whole city is in mourning. 


HumBouptT, Northwest Territory, May 5.,; 
—The line between here and Clarke’s Crossing. 
has been down since Saturday morning. 
courier has just arrived from Gen. Middle- 
ton’s camp. He reports all quiet up there, 
and that the men are anxious to move, 
The General is waiting for the Gatling gun on 
board the Northcote, which is, or was, aground 
80 miles up the river trom _ the camp. e has 
sent men to bring it overland, ana it is ex« 
pected in seven or eight days.

Orrawa, May 5.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Caron, Minister of Militia, read 
a telegram from Gen. Turnbull, dated Touch- 
wood, May 8, to the effect that the Indians were 
all quiet in that region, that every one was sate 
isfled with the arrangements made for the come- 
fort of the troops, and that those who grumbled 
were not fit to be sokliers. 

Mr. Small asked if the Government would rec- 
ognize the services of the voluntcers ina sub- 
stantial manner. The Premier replied that the

Princess Louise, in addition to her gift of to- 
bacco and pipes for the volunteers at the front, 
cabled as foliows: “‘If acceptable I propose to 
send ambulance appliances and a few men.”

Toronto, May 5.—A private communica- 
tion from the Masonic Grand Lodge of Mani« 
toba on the Northwest rebellion has got into 
the newspapers here. It states thut the hose 
tility displayed by the half breeds to Major Cro- 
zier, of the Mounted Police, at Duck Lake, where 
@ massacre took place, was the outcome of Free- 
masonry. Early in February a lodge was opened: 
at Battleford undera dispensation from the 
Grand Lodge of Manitoba, with Crozier as! 
Master. This fact combined with the opening of 
a number of other similar lodges throughout the 
Northwest territories was viewed witb alarm by 
missionary Roman Catholic priests, who look 
upon the Nortnwest asa land where the French 
language and Roman Church must be para- 
mount. The opposition to Masonry was care« 
fully instilled into the minds of the half breed 
by the priests, who look upon the oflicers an 
men of the mounted police as enemies of their 
religion. Before the opening of the lodge at 
Battleford, Crozier was a general favorite, but 
since his connection with the craft was publicly 
announced the hostility of half breeds was open 
and avowed. The priests are, the communicatiop 
says, at the bottom of this Northwest trouble.

THE READING’S SECURITIES. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 5.—Another hearing 
in the Robinson foreclosure suit against the 
Reading Railroad Company was held to-day be- 
fore Examiner Pollock. The cross-examination 
of Treasurer Church was coneluded, and he pro- 
duced a transcript from the books of the com- 
pany showing the issue of the general mortgage 
7 per cent. bonds in 1883. The MeCaimont loan, 
for which $1,000,000 of these bonds were pledged, 
Was redeemed in that year, as were also other 
loans, and the bonds that had formed the collat- 
eral were sold. By this sale the company real- 
ized $1,221,496 29 more than the bonds had been 
hypothecated for. Secretary Foster, being re- 
ealled, presented a list of stocks and bonds 
belonging to the compauy showing their par 
value, their purchase price, and the in- 
come derived from them Nov. 80, 1884 
The par value of the securities is $21,251,415 55, 
and they cost the company $14,225,625 89. Their 
income on Nov. 30, 1884, was $405,365 13. This list, 
he said, did not represent all the stocks and bonds 
owned by the company, there being a number of 
others credited to the capital account, the an- 
nualincome of which was about $125,000. Mr. 
Foster said that on the consolidated mortgage 
the company was $951,000 in arrearsin June, 1884. 
The improvement loan was $1,316,000 in arrears 
October, 1884, while the arrearage on the general 
mortgage in July, 1884, amounted to $1,751,000. 
The total arrearages on the sinking funds was 
$4,018,000. In reply to questions Mr. Foster said 
that at one time the whole issue of the general 
mortgage was pledged as collateral. 


THE WESTERN RATE WAR. 
Cuicaco, May 5.—The managers of the 


Iowa and Northwestern lines met to-day to set-- 


tle the present disastrous rate war. Every road 
was represented, but from all accounts, nothing 
was arrived at which would give any grounds 
for a belief that the freight war will be settled. 


The Milwaukee and St. Paul made its old state- 
ment that it was ready to pool the 
“milling in transit’? business, but the North- 
western and other roads reiterated their position 
that no move should be made toward the forma- 
tion of new pools until all the old business is set- 
tled up and the St. Paul agrees to account fer 
this *‘milling in transit’? business which it re- 
tused hitherto to consider as embraced in the 
general pool. This the St. Pau! refused to agree 
to, though the opposition offered to submit the 
matter to arbitration. Having been unable to 
agree, and no attempt to consider the Omaha 
business having been made, the managers ad- 
journed until to-morrow. 

It is hardly probable that any definite action 
can be taken upon the Omaha troubles until the 
tripartite complications are disposed of. The 
Northwestern persists in its refusal to report Ne- 
braska business, and the arbitrators, who meet 
to-morrow, will have nothing left but to de- 
clare the Northwestern out of the Transconti- 
nental Association for a violation of the agree- 
ment. In this case the managers will meet 
Thursday and agree on new percentages, ignor- 
ing the rebellious line.

EARNINGS OF ROADS. 

The net earnings of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad for March show an 
increase over last year of $153,152 45, and for the 
six months ending March 8la decrease of $259,- 
004 78. With the earnings and expenses of the 
New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio included, 
the increase for March is $151,509 03, and for the 
six months there is a decrease of $72,797 90. 

ALBANY, May 5.—The reports made to 
the Railroad Commission by the leased lines of 
the Delaware and Hudson Canal Company for 
the quarter ending March 31, 1885, show that 
while these roads were operated in the quarter 
in 1884 at a loss of $155,786 25, the Joss this year is 
$284,957 13. The Rensselaer and Saratoga, with 
gross earnings forthe quarterof $374,142 and 
operating expenses of $268,520, shows a net loss 
of $84,763, against $93,703 last year. Albany and 
Susquehanna and branches—Earninegs, $497,093; 
expenses, $395,724; met loss, $138,897, against 
$36,502 last year. The Utica, Clinton and Bing- 
hamton and Rome and Clinton did not earn their 
operating expenses, and the quarter closes with 
anet loss of $26.541, awainst $10,880 last year. 
The New-York and Canada had gross earnings 
of $124,568 and expenses of $99,866, with a net 
loss of $34,754, against $14,700 last year. 

NorFotk, Va., May 5.—The annual meet- 
ing of the Seaboard and Roanoke Railroad Com- 
pany was held at Portsmouth to-day. The an- 
nual report showed the gross earnings to be 

702,018 39: expenses, $438,827 39, and net earn- 
ings, $163,191. The stockholders authorized the 
issue of $500,000 of bonds of the company, to be 
used by the directory in the event that circum- 
stances should at any time make it desirable to 
doso.

TRACED BY HIS MAIL. 


ARREST OF A MAN WHO HAS BEEN GUILTY 
OF MANY BRUTAL CRIMES. 

The Villages of Reading, Stoneham, and 
Wakefield, suburbs of Boston, were greatly ex- 
ercised during January and February by as- 
saults to which young women residing in them 
were subjected at the hands of an unknown fre- 
quenter of the lonesome places. The first of the 
assaults was upon Phoebe Philbrick. She was 
walking through the woods near Reading when 
o tall, well-dressed young man surprised her 
and attempted to gag her. Her faithful New- 
foundland dog, her only companion inthe stroll, 
went to her rescue and drove her assailant away. 
Within the next few weeks 138 women returned 
to their homes with storiesof violence suffered 
at the hands of the prowling viliain. 

Excitement ran so high that it came to be a 
custom, with every fresh tale af assoult, for the 
town authorities to summon the men to a 
search by the ringing of the town bells, 
but the man always escaped. Finally, after 
a particularly brutal assault on a 45- 
year-old girl, which nearly resulted in her 
death, he disappeared. The country peo- 
ple concluded—rightly, as the sequel proves— 
that the vigor of his pursuit had at Jast put 
him to flight. Unfortunately for himself, he 
had given a ee to one of the girls he 
had assaulted. She placed it in the hands of 
Constable John A. Maloney, of Wakefield, and 
it was discovered that the man wanted was 
Stephen T. McCall, an Englishman, who had 
served in the royal armies. He had engaged in 
the Zulu war in South Africa, and at the close 
came with his wife and child to this country and 
settled near Boston. 

All efforts to secure information as to his 
whereabouts were bafiied at his home, but event- 
ually it was learned that he had fled to Jersey 
City, where he passed under the name of Robert 
Sinclair. Saturday morning Postmaster Gopsill 
informed Chief of Police Murphy that he had re- 
eecived a dispatch from East Orange directing 
that all letters addressed to Robert Sinclair be 
remailed to East Orange Post Office. Detective 
Hutton took the first train for that village, 
where he waited at the Post Office for the fuct- 
tive all day Saturday. Just before the Post Office 
closed Monday night a handsome-looking fellow 
stepped up to the window and called for Robert 
Sinclair’s mail. Hutton heard the name, “Is 
your name Sinclair ?” he inguired of the stran- 
ger as he stepped up to him. 

*No,’’ was the quick response, ‘“*my name’s 
Williams.”’ 

“What, then, are you doing with Sinclair’s 
mail?” 

“I’m going to take it to him.” 

“ Well,’”? Hutton finally said, "I guess you will 
do for Stephen T’. McUall.” 

He clapped the handcuffs on the man’s wrists 
and formally acquainted him with the fact that 
he was a prisoner. McCall was brought to Jersey 
City and arraigned in Justice Stilsing’s court 
yesterday morning. Herefused at first to re- 
turn to Massachusetts without a requisition, but 
he reconsidered that determination and later in 
the day left with the detective.

A CLEVELAND POLICEMAN WHO PATROLS 
HIS BEAT FAST*ASLEEP. 
From the Cleveland (Ohio) Leader, May 2. 

The police force possesses a treasure in 
the person of a patrolman who, it is solemnly 
averred, sometimes paces his beat while fast 
asleep. The man is now doing duty in the Sec- 
ond Precinct. ““Some years ago,” said the nar- 
rator, “I was a roundsman in the precinct 
which numbered among its men the walking 
sleeper. At first I was lothto believe that any 
man could accomplish such a feat, but thorough 
tests at last brought about my conviction. Many 


a time I have followed him, and know it to be a 
fact. He would fola his hands bebind his back, 
and with his head bowed on his bosom move 
along the street with a slow, unsteady tread, fast 
asleep. Occasionally he would try a door witha 
quick, nervous motion, and perhaps was awake 
for the instant, but he would immediately move 
on and resume his slumbers. But he would 
never admit his guilt. If one aperosene? him 
quietly from behind and tapped him vigorously 
onthe shoulder, he would turn and face the 
disturber of his sleep in an inquiring sort of 
way. 

‘Have you been asleep again, John?” Ihave 
asked after awakening him in this way. 

***No, I vas only tinking,’ he would say, 
*about how high that man over thers is.’ 

“Another time his reply was: ‘I was won- 
dering how it comes there is a light over there 
in that building to-night. I neversaw one there 
before.’ The light wasina hospital, and proba- 
bly was to be seen every evening.” 

** But would he not wander from his beat?” 
was asked. 

“T never knew of but one instance of that 
kind,” was the reply. ‘ Perhaps he awoke at in- 
tervals, but he generally managed to turn a cor- 
ner without trouble. His greatest difficulty 
was due to the fact that he frequently col- 
lided with open gates. 1 haveseen him do this 
a number of times. On one occasion he 
was met by a Sergeant at Minnesota- 
street, while his beat ended at Sterling-avenue, 
nearly a mile distant. Hehad probably been 
dreaming, and reciteda yarn about having fol- 
lowed a woman who had before his very eyes 
changed into a goose. The woman subsequently 
developed into a flock of geese, and another 
transformation was in progress when tho inter- 
ruption by his superior officer occurred. It is 
the greatest wonderin the world that he never 
walked into an open cellarway. Now I suppose 
if we brought such a man before the Police 
Board we would be laughed at.” 

An old and efficient officer stated that on sul- 
try Summer nights a man may walk a short dis- 
tance while asleep, but the one just mentioned 
stands unrivaled as the only one who could 
patrol his beat while in that condition. 





THE TREASURER AND HIS BOND.

WHY THE GOVERNOR DID NOT ACCOMMO- 
DATE HIM.

Mr. John J. Cooper, when he went to fill 
his new bond as Treasurer of State in the sum 
of $750,000, very foolish)y promised some of his 
bondsmen that their names should not be given 
to the public. He even went s0 far as toask 
the Governor to suppress them, as some of the 
gentlemen were afraid that the fact of their 
signing to the bond would injure them in 
business. And the Governor said: **‘ Now, John 


1 would like to do this for you. andjI will if I 
ean. Fill your bond and bring it in, andin tho 
meantime I will see what I cau do about hiding 
it away.” 

And John went out to fill his bond, and the 
Governor went hunting in the statutes of the 
State to finda pigeon hole in law into which he 
could cram John’s bond, where the public could 
notsee it. The very first section he struck was 
section 1,938, Revised Statutes of Indiana, which 
reads as follows: ** Whoever, being an officer or 
his deputy, having the custody of any record, 
books, document, paper, or proceeding specified 
in the forgoing section, steals, fraudulently 
takes away, secretes, withdraws, or destroys any 
such book, document, paper, or proceeding filed 
or deposited with him, upon conviction thereof 
shall be imprisoned in the State prison not more 
than 14 years nor less than 2 years, fined not 
exceeding $1,000, and disfranchised and rendered 
incapable of holding any office of trust or profit 
for any determinate period.” 

So when John come in to file his bond a tew 
days after, he said: ‘* Well, Governor, can you 
suppress her?’? And the Governor said : ** Why, 
yom John, I can do this to accommodate you; 
out did it ever strike you what the penalty 
would be for such action?” And then the Gov- 
ernor showed him section 1,938, and after John 
had read itin great amazement, the Governor 
said: “Now, John, I can do this if you insist 
upon it, and I won’t mind the 14 years’ impris- 
onment, nor the fine of $1,000, but I'll just be 
double dinged if I want to be disfranchised or 
rendered incapable of holding office.” 

So the bond was not_ suppressed, and the pub- 
lic know who the bondsmen are.

BISMARCK ON RICE AS CONTRABAND. 
From the Borsen Halle. 

The Chamber of Commerce at Kiel, in 
answer to an inquiry respecting the treating of 
rice as contraband of war, has received the fol- 
lowing from Prince Bismarck: “In reply to the 
representation dated Aprill from the Chamber 
of Commerce, I have to state that the disastrous 


reaction which treating rice as contraband of 
war may produce on our commercial and ship- 
ping interests does not invest us with the right 
to oppose a measure adopted in foreign warfare. 
Every war is a calamity, which entails evils not 
only upon the belligerents, but also upon 
neutrals. By theinterference of a neutral power 
with the ecto J on of the war by two other 
powers these evils may very easily experience an 
aggravation to the disadvantage of the subjects 
of the interfering power, and there may in this 
way be greater damage inflicted upon German 
commerce than that caused by a temporary ob- 
struction tothe rice trade in Chinese waters. 
The measure in question has for its aim the 
shortening of the war by making the mainte- 
nance of the enemy difficult, and is an author- 
ized method of warfare if it be carried out egual- 
ly toward all neutral ships.”

A FRAUDULENT SPANISH LAND 
‘CLAIM EXPOSED. | 
COMMISSIONER SPARKS WRITES A SHARP 
LETTER TO THE SURVEYOR-GENERAL 
OF ARIZONA. 


WasHINatTon, May 5.—The following let- 
ter was issued to-day from the office of the Com- 
issioner of the General Land Office: 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, ? 
GENERAL LAND OFFICE, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2, 1885. S 
Royall A. Johnston, Surveyor-General, Tucson, Arizona: 

Srr: I am in receipt by reference from the hon- 
orable Secretary of the Interior of your letter of 
March 27, 1885, stating that certain papers have been 
filed in your office inthe matter of an alleged grant to 
one Peralta, claiming and embracing a region of 
country 49 by i5U miles in extent, saategating 4,000,000 
acres of land, inclusive of the city of Phoenix 
and the towns of Florence, Globe, and 98 Iver 
King, the major portion of the Counties of 
Muricopa, Pinal, and Graham, a large portion of the 
White Mountains, and the Sun Carios Indian Reserva- 
tion, and thut said alleged grant also purports to carry 
a)! minerals. Yon transmita list of papers filed, the 
most material of which purport as follows: 1, Decree 
of Ferdinand VL., King of Spain, recommending the 
grant: 2, Copies of the Report of the Royal Tribunal 
of the Inquisition of grantto fFeralta by the Viceroy 
in and of the statement of Peralta as 
to location of grant; 8 Petition of Peralta 
to King Carlos III. praying confirmation of the grant; 
4. Order of King Carlos IIl. conferring grant. You 
state thut although from one and a half years’ study 
you are familiar with every detail or this alieged grant, 
you are not in possession of corroborative proofs or 
evidence thereof. ‘'horough search has been made 
under the direction of the Government of the Kepub- 
lic of Mexico, at the instance of this Government, and 
no record of this grant nor any of the various and 
minute proceedings required by the laws of Spain and 
the Indies connected with the making of such grants 
has been discovered. You are further advised that this 
department has received from the Department of State 
official information communicated by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment through the American Legation at Madrid 
thut a careful search bas been made by the Director of 
the Archives, and that “the so-called ‘ Peralta grant’ 
does not exist in those archives.’ ‘I'he royal grants 
of Spain were made with great solemnity of form 
and record. Itis impossible that a grant snould have 
been “recommended” by one sovereign, “ reported” 
by the most august tribunal of the nation, and “ con- 
firmed” by the kingly deed of another sovereign, und 
no record of those high and important acts of state ap- 
pear in the archives of the Spanish Government. The 
evidence that no such record exists is sufficient evi- 
dence that no such grant was made. The essential 
foundation of a recognizable claim under the laws of 
Spain and the treaties und laws of the United States 
does not appear in this case. 

It is my opinion that the futile work In which you 
have been engaged for a year and a half in the direc- 
tion of investigating an alleged claim, which from your 
own statement of its uncorroborated character had 
not been placed before you in a condition to 
be entitled to consideration, should forthwith 
be discontinued. The only effect of your action 
and proceedings has been to needlessly alarm 
citizens in lawfuland peaceful possession of homes and 
property upon the soll, to threaten with insecurity pri- 
vate tities in towns and cities, to imperil valuable min- 
ing interests,and to intimidate settlers upon public 
lands. | inclose herewith for your information copies 
of correspondence with the Department of state.

AN INSANE WOMAN’S CRIME. 


SHE MURDERS HER INFANT IN ORDER TO 
‘*SAVE IRELAND.” 

Edward Gilchrist, a laborer, has lived 
for some time with his wife Lucy onthe lower 
floor of the tenement house No. 423 High-street, 
Newark. They had four children. The oldest of 
these,a girl, is employed in a factory. The 
others were Rosanna, age 11; Robbie, age 5, and 
an infant 8 months old. Mrs. Gilchrist was 
proudest of Ker infant. She javished all her care 
and attention upon it. To the others she was 
not overkind, especially when she was in liquor,as 
she was occasionally. In her drunken moments 
she was violent, almost asa maniac, and even 
when she was sober her conduct was so strange 
that her neighbors sometimes locked their doors 
in answer to her calls for admittance, 

Yesterday morning one ot Mrs. Gilchrist’s 
neighbors noticed that she was unusually tender 


toward the two older children at home with her. 
Just before noon this tenant saw her leave her 
room with the infant upon her arm. 

“Come with me, children,’ she said to the 
other two, as she passed into the hall, “I want 
you to come into the cellar with me.”’ 

The unsuspecting little ones followed her down 
the darkened steps. In less than two minutes, 
Rosanna, the elder of the two, ran shrieking up 
the stairs, 

“ The baby! oh! the baby!’ she cried, ‘“*mam- 
ma’s killing her!” 

Wayfarers passing along the street stopped to 
ask what she meant. 

"“Mamma’s in the cellar killing the baby!” 
shrieked the child. 

A party of men rushed into the cellar. In the 
dim light of the half-underground apartment 
the mangled form of the infant could be seen, 
bleeding and lifeless, on a wood block. The 
maniac mother was hacking its head and neck 
with anaxe. One of the men started forward 
and staid her arm, and Detective Reeves, of the 
District Attorney’s oflice, took her into custody.

THE NEWFOUNDLAND SEAL FISHERY: 
St. John’s Letter to the Montreal Gazette. 

The steamship Wolf arrived from the 
ice April 15 with 8,500 seals. She reports the 
Neptune with 5,500. The others which she saw 
were almost “clean.” On the19th the steamship 
Esquimaux arrived with less than 100 seals. Her 
experience shows how so many of the largest 
steamers have missed the seals. She was caught 
early in her voyage between the ice and the land 
and got jammed off Bonayista. After severe 
struggles and blowing up huge ice masses with 
gunpowder she got free and steamed along the 
coast looking for a lead by which she might gain 
the outside of the ice where the body of seals 
was. The succesful steamer had found such an 
opening, but before the Esquimaux reached it 
the ice had closed and she tried: in vain to 
make her way to the northeast. The 1ce this 
year has been most unfavorable for, sealing 
operations, being very heavy and seldom 
opened up by winds so asto become penetrable. 
Last year only 238,588 seals were taken. doubt 
if this year’s returns will exceed 200,000. The 
accounts from vessels operating in the Gulf are 
very discouraging. The ice has been so heavy 
and so closely jammed that no progress could be 
made by the steamers. There is one consolation 
—the number of tyoung seals that have escaped 
destruction will help largely to sustain and in- 
crease the species and to render future fisheries 
more productive. * There is some soul of good- 
ness in all things evil.” Still, we have to mourn 
over another failure. Itissadto see 300 stout 
fellows land froma steamer that has made a 
failure. They arein debt-for their outfit: and 
they have to make their way home without a 
dollar in their pockets, to meet there, very often, 
severe privations till the Summer fishery com. 
mences. The seal fishery is a perfect lottery. 
The two bumper trips of the season have been 
those of the Resolute and Rangor. Their car- 
goes when weighed gave the following results, 
the value 22s. 6d. per hundredweight: Resolute 
—Total number of seals, 34,628; gross weight, 772 
tons 2 quarters 22 pounds; average weight of 
seals, 4934 pounds; crew’s share, £17 each. 
Ranger—Total number, 386,112; gross weight. 755 
tons 3 hundredweight, 19 pounds; average 
weight of seais, 4634 pounds; crew’s share each, 
£22 16s. 4d. The Ranger was of smalier tonnage 
and carried fewer men than the Resolute. The 
Eagle arrived with only a few seals on 
board. A little schooner called the Dove 
arrived yesterday with 1,100 seals on board. 
Her crew consists of 10 men, whose share 
will be $125 each. They got her seals southeast 
ot White Island from an immense “patch” 
which was not seen by any other vessel. [t ig 
quite clear that the failure of this year has not 
at all arisen from a greater scarcity of seals than 
usual, but from the difficulty of reaching them. 
Half adozen steamers could have been filled 
from the “patch” seen by the Dove. All seals 
brought in this year from the northward were 
taken from one “ patch,” met with northeast of 
the Bimk Island. The Captain of the Esquimaux 
reports having seen an immense number of 
“bedlamer” seals, (1 year old,) which the condi- 
tion of the ice did not permit him to reach. All 
this promises well for future fisheries and dis- 
perses all fears about the future of this industry,

The Signal Service Bureau report tndi- 
cates for to-day, in this city, increasing 
‘cloudiness and rain, warmer weather dur- 
ing the day, followed by lower temperature 
at night. 

The danger of cholera in this city is 
made to.serve a variety of purposes just 
now. It is one of the grounds on which 
those who wish to.reconstruct the Board 
of Emigration urge the passage of the bill 
wow pending in the Senate. The-real pur- 
pose of this bill is to establish a political 
commission which will cost the State $16,- 
500 and divide the patronage-of the estab- 
Jishment between the two parties. At pres- 
lent it is non-partisan in the strictest sense, 
and the Commissioners serve without pay. 
‘The allegations of inefficiency are wholly 
unsupported, and the promise of greater 
efficiency under the proposed plan is 
delusive. Tho fact is that the present 
Commissioners are adopting every precau-- 
ition against the cholera so far as their 
Surisdiction goes. The administration of 

Ward’s Island institutions is wholly 
gmedical in its character, and there isa 
consulting and visiting committee com- 
posed of a number of eminent physicians, 
among whom are two ex-Health Officers 
of the Port. That the precautions against 
cholera will be improved by placing these 
institutions in charge of a political Deputy’ 
Commissioner is not to be believed. 


There is not much sense in making a 
to-do over the pistol shot fired near the 
President’s car on Monday. There is no 
evidence that it was anything else than 
the usual American demonstration of 

or interest or excitement of 
which Independence Day gives us so 
many millions of instances. The sensa- 
tional treatment it has received in one or 
two papers reveals a woful want of per-

The fall of a building in Brooklyn yes- 
terday while the building was undergo- 
ing repairs was an incident that in itself 
might have occurred without blame to 
anybody. The operation of raising a wall 
upon jackscrews, which had been per- 
formed in this case, is always more or less 
perilous. It does not appear that the 
building fell directly in consequence of 
a failure in this operation. It was old, 
weak, and seriously overloaded. Never- 
theless, it would probably not have fallen 
at this time if the repairs had not been in 
progress. The moral of the tragical story 
seems to be that repairs involving the re- 
construction of a building should not be 
undertaken without first clearing. the 
building of its occupants. 














Before passing the bill relating to the 
Dock ‘Commission of this city yester- 
day the Senate struck out the provision 
making the department single-headed. 
This was done on the motion of Senator 
GisBs, who declared himself in favor of a 
single Commissioner, in order to save the 
measure from a threatened defeat in the 
Assembly. It was intimated by Mr. Gisss 
that there was a combination in the 
lower house to defeat its passage 
if it contained this provision. This 
is quite credible. The Assembly 
seems to work under the infiu- 
ence of combinations of various kinds 
this year, and to set itself against any- 
thing that has a reformatory purpose. 
The passage of the bill in some form that 
shall give the Board of Apportionment 
the power to make appropriations for the 
work of the Dock Department is made 
necessary by the limitation upon the 
city’s power to incur indebtedness, The 
customary practice of issuing bonds at the 
beginning of the year is no longer admis- 
sible, 








A mass meeting is to be held by the Gas 
Consumers’ Association at Masonic Hall 
this evening, at which a report will be 
submitted. This report ought to be inter- 
esting toa great many citizens, It will 
probably give some-information about the 
cost of gas.and the profits of the monopo- 
ly, and may have something to say about 
the methods by which the bill regulating 
the gas business was defeated in the As- 
sembly. This meeting ought to be made 
significant as an expression of public sen- 
timent on this subject. 








THE PRESIDENT AND HIS ASSAIL- 
ANTS. 

The little fight against the President 
that has atlast broken out in the Demo- 
cratic Party was not unexpected, and 
least so, perhaps, by the gentleman who 
is the object of the furious, but so far very 
insignificant, attacks, There is no reason 
to suppose that Mr. CLEVELAND thought 
he would be able to please the Eustises 
and McLeans of his party, and there is no 
reason to believe that he has tried. The 
very plain and definite principles he laid 
down for the guidance of his action as 
President were not such as this class 
of men admire or could see ap- 
plied without chagrin and disappoint- 
ment. There is nothing in the charac- 
ter of Mr. CLEVELAND, as shown by his 
public career, with which they could have 
sympathy, and as far as the McLeans are 
concerned—not merely the notorious pair 
of that name, but the group of unscrupu- 
lous and vulgar and greedy group of poli- 
ticiansthey represent—they did all they 
could to defeat Mr. CLEVELAND’s election 
and to secure that of Mr. BLAINE. 

The petty and malicious assaults on the 
President by this class of men are useful 
in one regard at least: they serve to draw 
public attention to the subject of real re- 
form and to fi:¢gnore clearly the standard 
by which the action of public men will be 
judged. The quarrel with the President 
by the. meaner element of his party is, it 
must be remarked, not based by any 
means on his adoption of the most ad- 
vanced ideas of reform. On the contrary, 
it is based wholly on a very sincere and 
very valuable, but.still very moderate and 
as yet almost wholly negative, measure 
of reform in his Administration. These 
men. are angry with him, not be- 
cause of what he has done, but be- 
cause-of what he has refused or failed to 
do. He has not turned out enough of the 
officers of the civil service; he has not 
asked the advice of the men who assail 
him as to whom he should turn out; he 
has not filled all the vacancies that have 
occurred or been made with Democratic 
‘*‘ workers,” irrespective of their character 
or capacity; he has not shown any dispo- 
sition to make himself the purveyor of 
patronage to advance their ambitions or 
their schemes for place and profit. It 
is, of course, known to the President’s 
assailants that he had announced be- 
fore his election principles absolutely 
inconsistent with the course’ they 
would have him pursue, and that if he 
had done what they wanted him to do he 
would be utterly discredited and dishon- 
ored. That is of no consequence to them, 
for they look upon politics as a game in 
which lying is one of the legitimate weap- 
ons and plundering one of the legitimate 
ends to be obtained by lying. But it is 
instructive to the great body of honest 
American citizens, who care very little 
for politics and care very much for the 
honor of their Chief Magistrate, and it 
must show the people generally how hope- 
less it would be for Mr. CLEVELAND, being 
the man he is, to try to satisfy this class 
of partisans. 

The President himself, as we have point- 
ed out, cannot be surprised by the out- 
break of hostility from the McLean and 
Eustis element of his party. But it may 
be an interesting question with him how 
far this hostility will extend, and in what 
quarters it may show itself if he goes 
steadily forward in the path to which his 
course up to the present time logically 
points. With the exception of the ap- 
pointment of Mr, Pearson to the Post- 
mastership in this city, it must be remem- 
bered that the President has done little to 
indicate any intention on his part to es- 
tablish a strictly non-partisan service 





clear-headed, ag he un-j 





pointments. But he has an avowed in- 
tention to maintain the civil serv- 
ice law, which for some thousands of 
subordinate offices does create an abso- 
lutely non-partisan service, and he has an 
intention, equally clear, to apply ‘‘ busi- 
ness principles to public business,” which 
will undoubtedly lead him—which, in fact, 
will ultimately force’ him—to apply the 
methods of the reform law to a consider- 
able number of important positions now 
filled by appointment by the heads of 
departments and not yet included in the 
law. He will find that if he carries out 
this intention he will offend the spoilsmen 
as radically and excite in them as implaca- 
ble hostility as he has done by his wise 
and firm moderation so far. And he 
will ultimately be compelled’ to 
choose between the course they would 
have him follow and the ons that 
agrees with his own well-settled ideas of 
duty and principle. He will see, also, 
that if he should yield the latter it would 
avail him nothing, because the disap- 
pointed office seekers, who are unre- 
strained by any sense of the public inter- 
est, are insatiable, and would be as angry 
ovey their smaller failures as they would 
be over larger, while the public interest 
would suffer. We have no doubt as to 
what Mr. CLEVELAND will do, and we 
have as little as to what the public opin- 
ion of the country will be with reference 
to him. It will be so general, firm, and 
strong in his support that the wretched 
spoils-mongers who are now yapping at 
his heels will be silenced by their own 
despair. 








THE TRUCE IN ASIA, 


It is quite natural that Mr. GLADSTONE. 


should be charged by his political oppo- 
nents with betraying an undue eagerness 
for peace. It does not appear, however, 
that, as one Conservative journal charges, 
the cession of Penjdeh to Russia has 
already been arranged. It seems more 
probable that that is one of the questions 
to be submitted to arbitration. If 
it be true that Penjdeh has been 
ceded, then obviously Russia has not 
only lost nothing by her violation of 
the agreement of March 17, but she has 
gained by force all that she could have 
gained, and more than she was at all like- 
ly to have gained, from the award of the 
Boundary Commission. Forsuch a gain 
she can very well afford to administer a 
formal reprimand to Gen. Komarorr if 
heis adjudged to have broken the agree- 
ment. Most certainly there will be noth- 
ing in the result to deter Russia from re- 
peating her aggression, with the much 
more tempting prize of*Herat as the re- 
ward of success. 

Itisat any rate plain that any agree- 
ment that may now be arrived at will be 
a truce merely and not a peace A 
Russian newspaper expresses the exact 
truth about the situation in Asia when 
it says that the question will not be 
settled until the Asiatic dominions of the 
Czar and of the Queen are conterminous, 
This means that Afghanistan, which is now 
interposed between them, must belong to 
Russia or to England, or else be divided 
between them. Itis not conceivable that 
it will go to either power except as the 
result of a successful war with the other. 
It is scarcely conceivable that a partition 
can be arrived at which will permanently 
satisfy both parties except through the 
same process. An advance of the Rus- 
sians to Herat-and of the English to Can- 
dahar, in order to secure advantageous 
positions for the struggle, is the next step 
toward the final result, and this step for- 
ward is likely to be taken on each side 
very soon, no matter what the result of 
the pending arbitration may be. In our 
judgment the English are the better en- 
titled to the sympathy of mankind, be- 
cause their advance will be an example 
of what in military language is called the 
“‘ offensive-defensive.” The struggle for 
the possession of Afghanistan will be a 
war of conqueston the Russian side, and 
on the side of England an enforced strug- 
gle for the peaceable possession of terri- 
tories which are hers by a long prescrip- 
tion, whatever her original title may have 
been. 

The charge that Mr. GLADSTONE, for the 
sake of gaining a temporary respite for 
his Ministry, is prepared to acquiesce 
in Russian aggressions which will m&ke 
the inevitable war all the harder for his 
successors when it comes is not without 
foundation.’ The facts certainly do not 
repel such an explanation of them. 


COMPLETION OF THE CAPITOL, 


Senator LaNsING has encountered an 
obstacle:in the way of the passage of his 
bill making political patronage of the 
work on the new Capitol in the unexpect- 
ed form of a number of Republican votes. 
His motion to make the bill a special order 
at the afternoon session yesterday was de- 
feated, three Republicans voting with the 
Democrats against it. This is nominally 
an appropriation bill for carrying on the 
work for another year, but a provision has 
been tacked upon it taking the charge of 
the work away from Commissioner PERRY 
and placing it in the hands of the Govern- 
or and the presiding officers of the two 
houses of the Legislature. The single 
motive for this isto be found in the fact 
that a majority of such a board would for 
the present consist of Republicans. 

Formerly the Lieutenant-Governor, the 
Attorney-General, and the Canal Auditor 
constituted the Board of Commissioners 
for the new Capitol The work then 
suffered in its progress and its character 
from the fact that the supreme direc- 
tion was not in the hands of an ex- 
pert in architecture or construction. The 
commission being made up of politicians, 
employment was given out largely by po- 
litical favor, and the inevitable result 
was delay and waste. There was party 
advantage in the employment of many 
men for little work. Two years ago the 
change to a single Commissioner, appoint- 
ed by the Governor, was made. Gov.CLEVE- 
LAND disappointed the politicians of his 
own party and obtained credit from dis- 
interested citizens by the appointment of 
a competent builder who was not a party 
worker. There is no charge supported by 
the least evidence that Mr. PERRY has not 
conducted the work on the Capitol ef- 
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tics has controlled the employment of 
men when he could help it. He seems to 
have proceeded in a businesslike way, and 
it would be most injurious now to place 
the conduct of the work in the hands of 
a board of politicians, 

The President of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the Assembly spend only a 
part of the yearin Albany. Neither they 
nor the Governor are skilled in the direc- 
tion of work of the kind, and the sole pur- 
pose of putting it in their control must be 
the distribution of employment for party 
ends. Besides attempting to make this 
uncalled-for change Senator LANSING pro- 
poses to cut down the appropriation on 
the plea that there is urgent need of econ- 
omy and no urgent need of the speedy 
completion of the building. But the 
sooner the Capitol can be finished the 
better on all accounts. Already it has 
cost nearly $17,000,000, and the longer 
the work is carried on the. greater 
will be the ultimate expense, and as 
long as it lasts there will be efforts 
to get patronage and party advantage 
out of it. It should be wound up as 
speedily as possible. Funds ought to be 
placed at Mr. PERRyY’s command to hasten 
the building to completion, and the total 
cost will be diminished rather than in- 
creased by this policy. The extra appro- 
priation for removing the boilers and coal 
and ash receptacles from the basement, 
where they ought never to have been put, 
should also be made. They not only viti- 
ate the atmosphere of the rooms above 
with ,gas and dust, but are a source of 
danger to the structure itself. A consist- 
ent policy ought now to be pursued 
which shall hasten the completion of the 
Capitol in a condition which will make it 
cease to be a burden upon the State. 








THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE EXTEN- 
SION. 

The debate upon the Brooklyn Bridge 
Extension bill yesterday threw no new 
light upon the merits of the measure. In- 
cidentally there was a spiteful, ineffectual 
protest from the enemies of an efficient 
civil service. But most words were 
wasted over the political fighting weights 
of two Democratic Senators, and their 
worthless views as to the next Repub- 
lican nominee for Governor. A glance 
at the map is better than twenty-four 
hours of such palaver for informing 
any one about the question at‘issua At 
present the Brooklyn Bridge ends easterly 
in a blind alley, just where engineering 
necessities happened to place it. A few 
hundred feet away is a point where the 
streets to South Brooklyn, East New- 
York, and Williamsburg focus. With the 
bridge extended to that point, every sec- 
tion of Brooklyn would profit by - ease 
of access) While the bridge _ ends 
where it now does, either each 
of the elevated railways must build 
its own road or they must use a single 
structurein common. The latter alterna- 
tive implies a Chatham-square death-trap 
arrangement, which is to be avoided at 
almost any cost. The need of prompt 
action appears from the fact that the 
rapid transit system of Brooklyn is now 
in the cartilage state, and will retain.for- 
ever the form now impressed upon it. 

There-is no doubt of this. Nevertheless 
there is a vigorous opposition, which we 
believe to be loud rather than strong. If 
the owners of real estate on the ferry.end 
of Fulton-street and along the few blocks 
of the extension were massed together 
their combined interests would be scarcely 
felt in the scale against the interests of 
Brooklyn at large. Yet we know of no 
considerable opposition apart from them. 
Of course the Aldermen are to be except- 
ed. Thirty-five thousand people have pe- 
titioned for the measure. Mayor Low has 
dent his heartiest support to it, 

On the other hand, it is alleged that the 
extension of the bridge is in the interest 
of the Long Island Railroad. It certainly 
is, but that company will not-benefit 
alone, nor without benefiting the . people 
who ride over it. It isto be remarked, 
also, that the bill does not confine the 
Trustees toa single street. They are al- 
lowed to choose either Washington or 
Adams street for the extension; and if the 
latter be chosen it can hardly be said that 
any very large property interests will 
suffer. 

If it be true that the bonds cannot be 
placed upon the security offered, that fact 
will speedily: appear. Those who allege 
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this ought not to fear the trial, for failure ) 


would defeat the extension. The justice 
of meeting the cost by a fare tax solely 
upon those who use and profit by the 
improvement is obvious. Those who ob- 
ject to the higher fare can stop their 
journey at Sands-street, and thus protect 
themselves until the bonds are paid and 
the added fare removed. That contin- 
gency is not so remote as may be sug- 
gested, for the estimate of two million dol- 
lars for building the few blocks of railway 
is ridiculous. That is one-tenth of the 
cost of the entire structure. The vote on 
the billin the Senate was yeas 23, nays 
2. Senator Jacoss, who talked against 
the bill, declined to record himself against 
Both the votes in the negative were 
cast by Senators from this city, who, we 
dare say, are not as well informed as they 
would be if residence in Brooklyn com- 
pelled them to consult popular opinion. 
The reorganization of the management 
and the New-York extension are also in- 
cluded in the bill, and are equally im- 
portant, as is sufficiently well understood, 








THE POST OFFICE AT GOLDMAN. 

The free Southwestern spirit has at last 
revolted against the trammels imposed 
upon it by the National Administration. 
It is announced from Pine Bluff, Ark., 
that Mr. TuRNAGE, editor of our esteemed 
contemporary the Goldman Times, has 
shot and killed RICHARD WHALING, the 
Postmaster of Goldman. ‘‘ The affair,” it 
is remarked, “ grew out of trespass on the 
part of WHALING.” 

It is evident that this trespass must 
have been the unwarrantable conduct of 
continuing to occupy the Goldman Post 
Office after the advent of a Democratic 
Administration, The public sentiment of 
Goldman, in common with that of the 
Southwest in general, has been outraged 
by the tenacity of life and office exhibited 
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offices. In the touching language of 
JEFFERSON, few die and none re- 
sign. Moreover, the Administration 
shows no disposition to create va- 
cancies except for malfeasance. The 
incumbents of Federal offices are there-- 
fore obstructions, and in the South- 
west the method of removing human 
obstructions is simple and summary. 
When the next citizen of Goldman visits 
Washington to present his claims for the 
Post Office he will not be answered with 
the heartless taunt that there is no va- 
cancy. The editor of the Goldman 
Times, as a professional exponent of 
public opinion, has cut away that 
ground from under the feet of 
the obdurate Vinas. <A vacancy ~ in 
the Post Office of Goldman yawns be- 
fore him, and any number of local Mettus 
Curtiuses stand around waiting only for 
the commission to jump in and have the 
vacancy close over them. The dauntiless 
Mr. TURNAGE may have removed the ob- 
noxious Postmaster in an altruistic spirit 
for the benefit of some ambitious towns- 
man. On the other hand, he may have 
become a martyr unawares, not know- 
ing of the effete Eastern prejudice against 
homicide as a disqualification for public 
office. But the effect of his deed is the same. 
He has shown how the technical obstacle 
to the filling of offices in which vacancies 
have not occurred may be readily over- 
come. It is not in the least likely that his 
exhibition of public spirit will involve 
him in a “lawsuit” such as that with 
which the celebrated Col. Bop Carrer, 
of Cartersville, was threatened, merely 
for casually killing the Postmaster who 
refused him credit for stamps. They 
manage those things more amiably in 
Arkansas. The people of the Southwest 
who have been chafing under the survival 
of Republican postmasters will adopt the 
Turnage method of creating vacancies, 
and wonder that sosimple a solution of 
the problem never occurred to them 
before. The example of the able 
editor will be followed in all those 
parts of our country in which the 
removal of an objectionable person does 
not involve an impossibility but only a 
“difficulty.” As the cry begins to go up 
in any community concerning a tenacious 
official, ‘‘Cut him down; why cumber- 
eth he the Post Office,” the obnoxious 
official will relieve the public mind by 
taking the other method of creating a 
vacancy and promptly resigning lest he 
be put to still greater personal inconven- 
ience than a return to private or any other 
life would occasion. 








The Surveyor-General of Arizona ap- 
pears to have been studying fora year 
and a half the Peralta claim. The Com- 
missioner of the Land Office tells him in a 
sharp letter that he has been wasting his 
time upon a claim whose fraudulent char- 
acter has been thoroughly exposed by the 
agents of the Government, and has need- 
lessly alarmed citizens who have taken 
homesteads, opened mines, and built cities 
on the land in question. This tract 
of land is a trifling matter of 4,000,000 
acres, including the sites of Phoenix and 
Florence, and the claimants asserted that 
the grant was recommended by FERDINAND 
VI, and confirmed by Cartos III. The 
archives of Spain and Mexico contain not 
a particle of evidence in support of this 
assertion, There ought to be some way 
in which the Government could punish 
claimants who seek to defraud it. One 
cannot help thinking that other vast 
tracts of land in the Southwestern Terri- 
tories would not have passed into the 
hands of politicians if the search for the 
foundation of certain alleged grants had 
been as thorough as it seems to have been 
in this case. 








MR. NIMMO REMOVED, 


THE STATISTICIAN OF THE TREASURY DE- 
PARTMENT TO LEAVE GIS OFFICE,

mo, Jr., Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, whose 
place nas been asked for, is said to attribute his 
removal to the industrious use to which he put 
his knowledge of the relative wealth and indus- 
try of the North and South to illustrate the im- 
portance of electing Mr. Blaine in preference to 
Mr. Cleveland.

THE DOVE AN ILL OMEN, 


TWO FIREMEN OF THE LIFE-SAVING CORPS 
BADLY INJURED. 

A white dove circled about the roof of 
the old sugar house at the foot of One Hundred 
and Sixtieth-street, North River, while the 
Pompier Class of the Fire Department were 
making preparations for their weekly drill yes- 
terday. When the bird alighted on the window 
sill on the fourth floor the aged watchman, wko 
has jguarded the building for many years, said 
that it was the first incident of the kind within 
his recollection. The superstitious among the 
firemen shook their heads and said it was an ill 


omen, and their prediction was verified. Two of 
the firemen engaged in the arill were seriously 
injured by the parting of a life iine. 

he squad was composed of 20 stalwart fire- 
men, detailed from different companies, and the 
exercises were in charge of Capt. Henry W. Mc- 
Adams, the drill instructor of the Life-saving 
Corps. Chains of scaling ladders had been built 
along the front of the building from the first 
story to the roof of the old sugar house, and the 
men had climbed and lowered themselves down 
with the life lines which had been tested before 
the drill commenced. Then Fireman Dennis 
Morrisey, of Hook and Ladder Company No. 7, 
and Fireman Peter Prunty, of Engine Company 
No. 13, were detailed to practice the drill of 
agit a man supposed to be in danger 
at the fifth story of the building. Morrissey 
ascended by the pompier ladders to the root, 
where he made fast his life line. Prunty had 
ascended to the fifth story and stood at the win- 
dow awaiting the coming of his comrade to his 
rescue. Morrissey lowered himself by the life 
line secured to his life belt until he reached the 
fifth-story window. He took Prunty in his 
arms, and they secured themselves to each other 
and to the life line by the large steel hooks in 
their belts, and Morrissey, who had charge of the 
line, began to lower himself with his burden. 

hen about midway between the third and 
fourth stories of the building the line snapped 
and parted. 

A cry or horror rose.from the throats of their 
comrades, who were watohing the descent, as 
the men, clasped in each other’s arms, fell to the 
ground, where they lay stunned. Their com- 
rades hastened to their assistance, disentangled 
them from the remnant of the broken line, and 
carried them into the sugar house. The sur- 
geon, who came with the ambulances sum- 
moned, found that Morrissey had both feet 
broken. The force of the fali had burst 
the arteries and (flesh of his feet, 
which were in a terrible condition. He 
was suffering great agony, and hypodermic in- 
jections of opium were administered before the 
arteries could be ligated. He had received, also, 
serious internal injuries. Should he recover it is 
feared that he will be permanently disabled. 
Prunty had his right thigh broken and also re- 
ceived internal injuries. Both mon were suffer- 
ing severely from shock, They were taken to 
the Ninety-ninth-Street Hospital. Morrissey is 
a firemen of the first grade and lives at No. 227 
East Forty-sixth-street. Prunty is a fireman of 
the third grade and lives at No. 882 Eleventh- 
avenue. Both are heavy men, and it is believea 
that there was a weak spot in the !ife line which 
gave way under their combined weight. 





TREASURES FOR ASTOR LIBRARY. 


—_—-_+—_o_——— 
THREE MANUSCRIPTS OF GREAT INTEREST 
TO SCHOLARS, 

Mr. John Jacob Astor has just presented 
to the Astor Library three manuscripts which 
are probably the oldest classical works to be 
found in any collection in this country. They 
include Hesiod’s ‘* Works and Days,’’.** Zsop’s 
Fables,” and Lucan’s **Pharsalia,” and were 
formerly a part of the private library of Pope 
Pius VI., who occupied the Vatican from 1775 to 
1798. Mr. Astor discovered the manuscripts in 
Berlin and had them submitted to a critical tn- 
spection by Dr. Wilhelm Bernhardi, Professor 
at the Luisenstadt Gymnasium. Dr. Bernhardi 
pronounced them genuine, and Mr. Astor pur- 
chased them for a large sum. They are now 
placed yr: the reserved books and manu- 
scripts of the library, which are not open to all 
comers, but any scholar who wishes to consult 
them will be permitted to do so at any time. 

The oldest of these literary treasures is 
Hesiod’s ** Works and Days.” This is a paper 
manuscript which Dr. Bernhardi assigns to the 
end of the thirteenth century, and isin an ex- 
cellent state of preservation. The manuscript 
is 2444 centimeters in height and 17 centimeters 
in width. The script is a beautiful and clear 
minuscule, and the paper is of a very fine, smooth, 
hand-made quality. he heading is in red ink, 
and after this follows, in black ink, an introduc- 
tion, written in prose, explaining the mythology 
of tne Greeks as the personification of the forces 
of nature. This introduction has been hitherto 
unknown, being found in none of the many 
editions of the poet. The poem is written on 33 
leaves, or 66 pages, and verses 1-274 are ac- 
companied by an inoterlinear gloss, written i 
redink, whicb gives a paraphrase of Hesiod’ 
expressions in Attic Greek. ‘** Tne presumption 
is not unwarranted,” Dr. Bernhardi says, ** that 
this manuscript offers a text which is very near 
that of the ancients.” 

The manuscript of ** “sop’s Fables”’ is 23 centi- 
meters high by 1544 wide, and consists of 26 
leaves of very old, parchment-like, carefully 
smoothed, hand-made paper of a yeilowish color. 
The text is a careful minuscule, which from the 
first to the last line is executed with rare clear- 
ness and beauty. Itis written almost without 
abbreviations, and shows theindisputable marks 
of the fourteenth century. The codex was evi- 
dently intended not for instruction, but for some 
wealthy amateur, for each of the 127 fables 
which it contains is written in two kinds of 
ink, the table itself in black and _ the 
initial letters and moral in red. The initial 
letters present some tasteful and rich specimens 
of ornamentation. The red ink has been some- 
what dimmed by time and wigees brown, but the 
black ink has not faded. The later editions of 
4esop have enlarged the stories or changed them 
somewhat, “*but this manuscript,” Dr. Bern- 
hardi says in his report, *‘has this excellence, 
that it always gives the shortest apd most pre- 
cise setting. The readings show themseives 
reliable, and there are few lacunz. All the 
fables except Nos. 75, 76, and 77 are in prose, and 
these are in choliambics. No. 76 is ascribed to 
Babrius.”’ 

The paper manuscript of Lucan’s ** Pharsalia’’ 
is referred to the beginning or middle of the 
fourteenth century, and is believed to have been 
copied from a manuscript of the ninth century. 
It is 29 centimeters in height and 2144 in width. 
It is composed of 107 leaves, of which 102 are writ- 
ten, and contains Lucan’s poem to Liber 1X., 
verse 170. The rest of the poem is wanting. The 
script, which is minuscule, with initials at the 
beginning of the verses, is distinguished by 
marked vigor and clearness, and five dif- 
ferent hands can be distinguished in the copy- 
ing. This manuscript shows few abbreviations 
and the general rule is that the older 
the codex the fewer the abbreviations.: The 
munuscript is legible to anybody possessing but 
very slight paleographic knowledge. The diph- 
thongs @ and ce are found throughout the 
manuscript as simple e, which isa convincing 
proof of the great antiquity of the original. 
The manuscript is very rich in scholia, explain- 
ing both subject and words, and to illustrate the 
battle of Pharsalia there is a sort of map of 
Thessalia and the mountains surrounding it. 
The poem is preceded by two disatichs, which 
pass for Lucan’s epitaph, and which are found 
together in the older and better codices.

GEN. GRANT AT WORK AGAIN. 


Sginiancilbiadensza 
DELIGHTED AT THE RAPID PROGRESS HY 
MADE. 

Yesterday was really an excellent day 
for Gen. Grant. He rose at 9 o’clock, having 
slept continuously from 2inthe morning. With 
very little delay he set to work on his book, de- 
voting himself until noon to the arrangement 
of material. He then felt so comfortable that 
he proposed resuming dictation in the afternoon, 
with a drive in the Park intervening. Having 
the drive in mind, Col. Grant went out 
to test the weather. He thought it 
too raw, and s0 reported, whereupon 
the General summoned his stenographer, 
and of his own accord began to fill in an 
connect the blocks of material that had been ar- 
ranged since Friday. This work covered the 
closing campaign of the war, and when he dis- 
missed the stenographer for the day he had car- 
ried the narrative to the events immediately pres 
ceding the surrender ot Lee. Dr. Newman tound 
him late in the afternoon suppiying with his own 
hand portions of this important part of the 
narrative which he wanted to handle with more 
carethan he felt was possible by dictation. He 
was in almost gleeful numor, and said to Dr, 
Newman that he had never before turned out 
so much manuscript on any day of his life. He 
meant what he had done by dictation as well 
with the pen. He thought the completion o 
the narrative could now be accomplished in 4 
few days, although some time would need to be 
spent at revision. : 

Dr. Douglas found the General at night ap. 
parently no worse for the day’s exertions. Hw 
general condition was about as on Monday, the 
swelling of the throat glands and tongue remain- 
ing the same. Atll o’clock he retired, antici- 
pating a good night’s rest.

THE NEXT REPUBLICAN CONVENTION.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
ATENTIFIC WIRE-PULLING IN A TRIANGULAR 

CONTEST—-A HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


WHO DOES NOT WARBLE. 

New-Haven, Conn., May 5.—This town is 
tgitated over a lively dispute in its Board of Ed- 
ucation. Mr. T. W. T. Curtiss has been Princi- 
pal of the New-Haven High School these many 
rears. Heisan amiable gentleman, not too en- 
prgetic anda little old fasbioned. Mr. Curtiss 
bas a town full of personal friends. Some think 
he is a great teacher, soms think otherwise, but 
all give him their esteem. Associated with Mr. 
Curtiss in his conduct of the high school is his 
wife, popularly recognized as one of the most 
accomplished women in New-England. She is 
the personal friend of Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
Whittier, and the other distinguished literary 
characters of the East, and the Concord School 
of Philosophy knows her. Rude folks in New- 
Haven have whispered sometimes that Mrs. 
Curtiss rather than Mr. Curtiss is responsible for 
good work in the high schcol. However this may 
be, a scheme bas come to light which contem- 
plates the permanent retirement of the head of 
the house of Curtiss. 

Mr. Curtiss has been out of town lately. He 
owns orange groves down in Florida, and he has 
been looking after the property within the past 
month with two or three things in view, so it is 
mysteriously whispered. He is credited witha 
good-sized bank account, and is said to be not 
much inclined to worry over the way ofthe 
world’s wagging. He was scarcely prepared, 
bowever, for the news that stared him in the 


face a couple of days ago when he alighted trom 
a New-York train to learn that the Board of Ed- 
ucation was holding secret meetings with an an- 
imated frequency, while all the city was busily 
talking with nim foratext. For a moment or 
two Mr. Curtiss seemed about to do what he had 
not been guilty of in years, get real downright 
mad; but chronic piacidity bobbed up in time 
and he only smiles and shakes his head when 
sympathizers crowd about him. 

New-Haven has an officer whom she calls 
Superintendent of Schools. That officer now is 
Mr. Samuel T. Dutton. Mr. Dutton is a young 
man who glories in abundant black whiskers 
along witn the fact that he was the man who 
first imported the soulful warble into the cur- 
riculum of Yale College. Mr. Dutton hails from 
Norwich, where lemon pies are made of apples, 
soda, avd dough. He has a father-in-law in this 
town, and the father-in-law knows athing or 
two about the wires that move the local pup- 
pets. It is a popular belief, though, that few 

oints have to be taught to the son-in-law. Mr. 

utton 1s the recognized arch enemy of Prin- 
cipal Curtiss, and Mr. Curtiss’s friends charge 
to nim the whole responsibility for all this pre- 
vailing hubbub. The Prinyipalship of the high 
schoo! is a neat financiai \lum, and the rotund 
physique of the present incumbent disabuses 
the populace of any idea that the duties are un- 
hearably wearing on the constitution. Mr. Dut- 
ton’s enemies aver that he wants the place him- 
ielf, and they taik about a scheme on which he 
6 supposed to have set up late 0’ nights where- 
py, in addition to his present fat salary, he is to 
ywell his wallet further with the dollars that 
nave rolled Mr. Curtiss into orange groye in- 
vestments. He would consolidate his present 
place and the Principaiship, and in an unselfish, 
heroic way look after the whole business him- 
self. Mr. Dutton has friends, however, who 
deny the soft impeachment and pay him the 
tenderest tributes. It is only the good of the 
public that he seeks they are sure. Mr. Curtiss 
does not warble. 

At any rate, whatever Mr. Dutton’s own am- 
bitiones, it is certain that his mind is made up 
that Mr. Curtiss must go. Mr. Dutton has a 
triend who just now is the Latin and Greek 
tutor at the highschool. He learned to warbie 
at the feet of Mr. Dutton, wherefore Mr. Dutton 
hails him as a man after his own heart. George 
L. Fox is this gentleman’s name, and he would 
like to be Principal, too. Mr. Dutton is supposed 
to be backing him, and the schoolboys who are 
all betting enthusiastically on the fight wager 
two to one on him against all comers. Mr. Fox 
is qualified for the place, but that possibly 
is not so influential a matter as the 
tact that he is a recognized member of 
what local slang denominates the “col- 
lege crowd,” the element in New-Haven 
which. atter all is done and said, really runs 
things. however listiess their interest seems. 
Mr. Fox has 2 competitor, however, who is not 
to be ignored, in the person of Mr. James D. 
Whitmore, submaster of the high school, who 
has been measuring the tracks of Mr. Curtiss 
lately. and is pretty thoroughly persuaded that 
the shoes that fit the present Principal are his 
own size exactly. Mr. Whitmore is older than 
Mr. Fox. He is recognized as a good teacher, 
efficient. industrious, and faithful. He has had 
experience, and as submaster of the school in 
the event of a vacancy he can lay claim to pro- 
motion on ali the grounds of civil serv- 
ice reform principles. His friends are mak- 
ing the most of this fact, and petitions 
in his behalf, yards on yards long, signed by 
Alumni of the school and other interested citi- 
zens, are pouring in on the secret-session-holding 
Board of Education. Itis asserted though that 
Mr. Dutton would rather see Mr. Curtiss himself 
Yetained than that Mr. Whitmore should be 
! pushed up, for Mr. Whitmore’s promotion, say 
the gossips, would assure the postponement 
of tke Duttonian plan for some _ years 
certainly, while at the most Mr. Cur- 
tiss desires to remain but two _ years 
' Jonger. This elaborate scheme, accredited to 
the big head of the Superintendent of Schools, 
has many fascinating features, and to see it 
fail by reason of his own hastiness would seem 
mightily like selfish cruelty. Mr. Curtiss has 
two sons in Yale College, both of whom 
| will have graduated in a couple of years or so, 
when, according to information that I get from 
hich authority, Mr. Curtiss expects to be quite 
willing to bny some passenger tickets, hirea 
treight car. and, facing Fioridaward, bid an af- 
fectionate but placid zoodbye to this burg of the 
old State House and oyster plantations. One 
serious threat against this project lies in 
the fact that these promising sons who are at 
Yale are deep just now a-warbling, and perhaps 
—this isthe fear of the enemy—perhaps when Mr. 
Curtiss goes to Florida he may leave one of his 
heirs behind him, equipped and ready to put 
himself down at the desk vacated by his imper- 
turbable papa. 

With grave and ponderous questions such as 
these confronting them members of New- 
Haven’s Board of Education are ina state more 
nervous than anything seen in this Jand since 
Benjamin Butler stumped the State. Petitions 
and cross petitions beyond numbering are on 
their files. Mr. Fox is well cared for in this 
line; Mr. Whitmore’s indorsements cover quires 
of paper, and such names as ex-Gov. H. B. Bige- 
low, ex-Postmaster N. D. Sperry, Thomas R. 
Trowbridge, Jr., Vice-President FE. M. Reed, of 
the New-York and New-Haven Railroad, und 
Gen. E. S. Greeley arein good black-ink demands 
for the retention of Mr. Curtiss.

JAMAICANS SLAUGHTEREDIN PANAMA 

PanAMA, May 5, via Galveston.—On Sun- 
day night last a fracas occurred between some 
Jamaicans and national soldiers at Culebra.

Put the remainder on board ships at 
Panama and Aspinwall for the present.” The 
Secretary of the Navy was informed to-day that 
the Colombian Govérnment had declared martial 
Jaw on the Isthmus of Panama, as the best 
means of preserving order.

THE ORATORIO SOCIETY. 

Hindel’s oratorio of “Judas Macca- 
buzes”” was publicly rehearsed yesterday after- 
noon by the Oratorio Society of New-York at 
the Academy of Music, and will be rendered once 
more in the same place this evening, when the 
fourth concert given this season by the society 
may be attended. Mr. Haweis is abtthority 
for the tidings that “Judas Maccabseus” 
is more frequently performed in England than 
any other oratorio. While the accuracy ot the 
statement cannot be questioned, there is reason 
for surprise that 1t should be founded upon 
fact. The work contains tew numbers 
that are at all striking, its character 
is exceedingly formal, and its tone-color 
very monotonous. The duets for soprano 


and contralto are pleasing, but their sameness 
speedily palls upon the ear. ‘*O, lovely peace,” 
however, escapes this charge through its wel- 
come freshness and fluency, and “Sound an 
alarm” and “See, the conquering hero comes” 
are, of course, to be reckoned with the com- 
poser’s happiest achievements. But there is no 
denying that for any audience but one that 
can find delight in whatever has kinship to ora- 
torio music, without regard to quality, ** Judas 
Maccabieus” is endowed: with a slender interest. 
Yesterday’s rehearsal of the work was not un- 
satisfactory, but its infiuence was scarce- 
ly inspiriting, and it will be well to 
await to-night’s interpretation before express- 
ing an opinion as to what the _ s0- 
ciety can accomplish with the work. The 
performance under notice, although far from 
perfect, gave promise of a sympathetic and 
finished rendering of the oratorio this evening. 
The chorus was a little uncertain in some of the 
fugai passages, and in ‘“*‘We never will 
bow down” something more of freedom, 
contrast, and vigor could have been wished. 
“See, the conq’ring hero comes,” on the other 
hand, was capitally given. The soloists were 
Mme. Christine Dossert, Miss Agnes Hunting- 
ton, and Messrs. Knorr and Babcock. Most of 
these singers are known to the public. Mr. 
Knorr’s tenor 1s a trifle light for such 
an air as “Sound an_ alarm.” Mr. 
Babcock possesses a bass voice of consider- 
able resonance in the medium and lower regis- 
ter, but the singer is occasionally uncertain in 
his intonation. Mr. Walter Damrosch conducted 
the rebearsal and will direct the concert.

LAST EVENING’S CONCERT. 

The concert given at the Academy of 
Music last evening in aid of the Free Indus- 
trial Classes under the auspices of the Society of 
Decorative Art, and gotten up mainly through 
the exertions of Mrs. F. 8. Thurber, was brill- 
iantly successful. So numerous and fashionable 
an audience has seldom come together this sea- 
son, and the performance enjoyed by the assem- 
blage was, in respect of variety and gen- 
eral interest, a rather exceptional one. 
With the exception of Mlle. Nevada, 
whose absence was announced during the 
progress of the entertainment, and who is un- 
derstood to bave declined to appear on account 
of some misunderstanding as to rehearsals, all 
the artists on the long list of volunteers 
were beheld in succession. The honors of 
the evening were borne off by Mme. 
Scalchi, who was not at her best, but whose 
broad and vibrant tones and expressive freedom 
of delivery quite carried away the audience, 
first in a duet by Manzocchi, (interpreted with 
Signor de Anna,) then in ** Voi che sapete,” next 
in “*Il segreto,” and finally in the duet from 
the second act of ** Lohengrin,” with Mme. Ma- 
terna as Elsa. Mme. Materna's singing would 
probably have excited as much enthusiasm as 
Mme. Scailchi’s but for the injudicious choice of 
her first number—Briinnhilde’s great scene in the 
last act of ** Goetterdaemmerung.” As prefaced 
by the funeral march it took up nearly three- 
quarters of an hour. Music of this sort is quite 
out of place in a miscellaneous concert, and 
there is no denying that the audience grew pretty 
weary of the specimen of the Trilogy before its 
final measure was reached. Later on Mme. 
Materna was listened to with ‘livelier gratifica- 
tion in the ** Lohengrin” duet above mentioned.

THE CAREER OF A GALLANT DE- 
FENDER OF THE UNION. 

THE FiRST PROMINENT COMMANDER IN THE 
WAR OF THE REBELLION—A GENERAL 
WHOM MISFORTUNE PURSUED. 

Major-Gen. Irvin McDowell died in San 

Francisco at 12 o’clock Monday night at the age 

of 67 years. Three years ago Gen. McDowell re- 

signed his commission after a checkered career 
of 49 years in the service of the United States. 

It began with his entrance into the West Point 

Military Academy in 1834, when he was 16 years 

old, and included service on the Northern frontier 

during the Canada border disturbances, on the 

“Maine frontier pending the disputed Territory 

controversy,in the Mexican war under Gen. Wool, 

and in the civil war. Naturally the present gen- 
eration would know more of Gen. McDowell in 
the latter relation, but even when the war broke 
out he was little known. He had been graduat- 
ed from the Academy, for which an education in 
France had fitted him for admission in 1838, as 
Brevet Second Lieutenant of the First Artillery, 


and for two years had served on the Northern 
border. Four years’ service at the Academy as 
Agsistant Instructor of Infantry Tactics brought 
him to 1845, with the rank of Adjutant. In Octo- 
ber of that year he was made aide-de-camp to 
Gen. Wool, and in 1847 was brevetted Captain for 
gallant and meritorious conduct in the battle of 
Buena Vista. 

The year 1848 found him Assistant Adjutant- 
General at the War Department, and for the 
next three or four years he was stationed in this 
oy A Then for a time be was in the Department 
of Texas. Until 1860 he alternated between New- 
York and Texas, spending a yearin Europe in 
the meantime. Twenty-four years ago, when 
Fort Sumter was fired on, Gen. McDowell was a 
Major on Gen. Scott’s staff. The lst of June fol- 
lowing found him, then 48 years old, in com- 
mand of an army of volunteers upon which 
feil the defense of Washington. His rank 
was that of Brigadier-General. His troops 
were raw and _ undisciplined, and Gen. 
McDowell himself was scarcely fitted 
by experience for the important duties devolv- 
ing upon him. Attention was concentrated 
upon the point held by Gen. McDowell, and his 
faults and mistakes, arising more from the 
character of the material with which he had to 
oppose the advance of the Confederates than 
from incapacity, were the subject of close 
scrutiny and much indiscriminate criticism. 
The disastrous battle of Bull Run emphasized 
what his critics deemed his incompetency, and 
upon him was laid much of the onus of the de- 
feat. The judgment of time attributes the de- 
feat less to Gen. McDowell’s lack of ability than 
to the operation of forces which no man of his 
inexperience and with the army under his con- 
trol could have overcome. 

Gen. McDowell was superseded and McClellan 
was given the organization ofa newarmy. Mc- 
Dowell was given the command of one of its di- 
visions. In March, 1862, as a Major-General of 
volunteers he was raised to the head of the First 
Corps. In August he was assigned to a like po- 
sition in the Third Corps, Army of Virginia, and 
during Pope’s campaign in Northern Virginia 
he was engaged at Cedar Mountain and the sec- 
onda Bull Run. The misfortune and evil fate 
which had pursued him in his first command re- 
mained with him still, He lost his first pitched 
battle, and thecriticisms against him were re- 
newed. While the active part of the Army of 
the Potomac was driving Magruder back and 
keeping Johnston and Lee in check McDowell 
was retained upon the age ope es to guard 
the Federal city. Then, when a chance to see 
some fighting occurred, and McDowell was 
pressing toward Porter, he was sent off after 
Jackson, who was hanging along Banks’s line 
and causing him a good deal of trouble. 

When the Government determined to estab- 
lish a great army above the Rappahannock an 
accident rendered McDowell helpless for a week 
or more, and the command of the army, which 
would probably have gone to him, was given to 
Pope. Fortune did not favor him any more 
when Pope was his superior officer than when he 
himself opposed Beauregard at Manassas and fled 
at Bull Run. On Sept. 5, 1862, he was relieved of 
his command, being severely censured for al- 
lowing his troops to become separated from Mc- 
Clellan’s in the seven days’ battle. He asked for 
and obtaineda court of inquiry,the result of 
which was worthless. During the remainder of 
the war he saw no active service. At its close 
he was brevetted Major-General for gallant and 
meritorious services at the battle of Cedar 
Mountain. He was then in command of the De- 
partment of the Pacific, and subsequently held 
for a year the command of the Department of 
California. From that time till 1882, when he 
retired, he was employed in various military 
and geographical works. He was made a Major- 
General in the regular army in 1872. 

Gen. McDowell was not popular asa public 
man, but in private life he made a great many 
friends. A curious fact concerning him was 
that he was credited with being addicted to the 
use of liquor through a nervous trouble which 
causedjhis face to flush and speech to grow thick 
when excited. Another characteristic was his 
inability to remember faces and names. He was 
hospitable and greatly given to entertaining his 
friends. Although never able to excite great en- 
thusiasm in his subordinates he was always on 
the alert for their comfort. He was fond of 
amateur architecture and gardening and of 
music and painting, His family relations were 
of the pleasantegt character and his private life 
beyond reproach. He bore his misfortunes with 
dignity and composure. He had been in failing 
health for some time.

DR. GUSTAVE NACHTIGAL. 

The deathtis announced by cable of Dr. 
Gustave Nachtigal, the celebrated German 
traveler and African explorer. He was in his 
fifty-second year, having been born at Ejich- 
statd, Feb. 23, 1834. In 1868 Dr. Nachtigal un- 


dertook to convey the presents of the King 
of Prussia to the Sultan of Bournou, and in 
February of the following year he started on this 
perilous journey. He passed from Fezzan into 
the mountain regions ot Tibessi, which no Eu- 
ropean had ever before penetrated, but was 
taken prisoner by the ferocious tribes of Bardaj. 
He and his companions, after a month of con- 
finement, managed to escape, and passed over 
the desert on foot, without baggage or food, ex- 
cept what little they could gather on the deso- 
Jate road. He reached Mourzouk in October, 
half starved and clad in rags, but without hav- 
ing lost oneof his men. In 1873 he started for 
Wadai, where the first European who had pene- 
trated was killed by the King. He passed this 
dangerous region safely, and extended hisexplo- 
rations until November, 1874, discovering the real 
direction of the mountains of Tibessi, the bound- 
aries ot Lake Tsad and the outlet for its waters, 
the course of the Chari, and the country south of 
that river and Lake Fritti. The result of these 
explorations he afterward gave tothe world in 
his work entitled **Sahara and Soudan; Result 
of Six Years’ Wandering in Africa.”* In April, 
1876, he was elected President of the German 
African Society, and the same year he received 
the gold medal of the French Geographical So- 
ciety. He was also President of the Berlin Geo- 
graphical Society. Dr. Nachtigal was appointed 
interior German Consul at Tunis in 1882, and at 
the time of his death was the German Consular 
Commissioner for West Africa,

DR. J. WALLACE MACWHINNIE. 

Dr. J. Wallace MacWhinnie, formerly a 
well-known resident of this city, died at Petalu- 
ma, Cal.,on Monday. He was born in a small 
Canadian town in the year 1840, and was the son 


of a clergyman who edited a weekly news- 
paper. He learned the trade of typesetting in 
his father’s office, and also did some writing for 
the paper. He came to New-York in 1869 to 
study medicine, and entered the Bellevue Medi- 
eal College, supporting himself by writing for 
the medical journals. After graduation he 
took an active part in local politics, and 
at one time held the position of Deputy 
Coroner. At the time he was a worker in 
the Tammany ranks, but later he attached him- 
self to the faction opposed to it. He established 
a lucrative practice in Harlem, and attained 
some reputation asasurgeon. Mr. McWhinnie 
was an active Mason, and for three yoars was 
Master of Montgomery Lodge, No. 68. Subse- 
quently he was District Deputy Grand Master of 
the Fourth Masonic District. In 1880 he moved, 
with his family, to Petaluma, where he started 
in practice and purchased a grape vineyara. 
Owing to the ill-health of his wife he came back 
tor a tew months to this city after a year’s time, 
but returged later. He leaves a wife and sev-

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WHY DO AMERICANS DISLIKE 
ENGLAND ? 
To theEdttor of the New-York Times: 

Iam an Englishman. 
know what is coming—at least you ought to. 
You ought to’know that I have some grievance 
to air, and that, Briton-like, I expect the con- 
ductor of my favorite newspaper will supply 
me with the required ventilator. And here, by 
the way, I have divulged a little secret which I 
did not intend should reach yourears yeta while. 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES is my pet journal, not 
because it has a namesake published in London, 
nor because it is the only journal I read, (which 
it is not,) but because it is so impartialin its 
tone. Elevated, too, without aid of pedestal or 
gas. The Herald, for instance, is thoroughly 
prejudiced in all matters English. It talks as 
though it were only read by recalcitrant Irish- 
men or American dynamitards. Perhaps it has 
not soul enough to cater fora more intellectual 
class. But to my grievance. 

Why are Americans so embittered against 
Engiand? The first surprise I got on my arrival 
here—after getting over the Barge Office cu: de 
sac—was that of hearing my country and my 
countrymen subjected to anamount of abuse 
exceeding computation. I will not say my 
breath was taken away. I, however, began to 
cousider whether it would not be well if it were! 
“This is no place for Englishmen,” I remarked 
to a newly made friend a tew weeks later. 
** Ah,” he replied, ** you don’t understand things 
yet,” nor have I improved much up to date. 
This gue-sided hostility, which such journals as 
the Herald take au unreasonable delight in fan- 
ning, is an enigma to me. for it has no counter- 
part in Britain, where, indeed, America is hirhly 
praised and Americans treated urbanely. How 
much longer will this country repeat, with sar- 
castic emphasis, the petulent cry of the France 
of other days, ** Perfidious Albion!” 

One of the most siguificant phases of the anti- 
English sentiment rampant here is the vigorous 
manner in which Americans gloat over the pos- 
sibility of England being defeated by Russia 
should the current quarrel between those pow- 
ers terminate in awar. Is this a wrong inter- 
pretation of whatI hear daily? Is it reaily true 
that America would rejoice if ignominy and 
shame were showered on England at lust, now 
when the centuries have ripened her prestige, 
when age has not weakened her hands, but time 
has increased her enemies? Much asI hesitate 
to believe such a conclusion, I am compelled 
to, if words represent facts. 1 would much 
prefer to echo Henry Irving’s opinion, as ex- 
pressed by that talented actor atthe London 
Criterion a few days ago, namely, * That if ever 
dear, honest John Buli should find himself in a 
tight place, equally dear, honest Uncle Sam will 
be found at his side.”” But the truth, which 
00zes out through the press, palsies the generous 


“thought, and tempts one to turn with painful 


disgust from the spectacle of a hberty-loving 
race laughing at the prospect of the birthplace 
of liberty being overshadowed by the cloud of 
Russian barbarism, . 

Ido not propose to discuss the points of ab- 
surdity perceivable in this peculiarly pro- 
Russian attitude adopted by your amiable 
American people. Nevertheless there are sev- 
eral features ‘deserving of notice. American 
jealousy of England is understandable; Ameri- 
can sympathy with Kussia, on the contrary, is 
oneot the most stubborn anachronisms which 


history can produce. America might be jealous . 


and at the same time proud of the mother 
country. For England, whatever her faults 
may be, at least has taught the world how to 
abolish slavery. She also has fought valiantly: 
for the principles of tree government which 
Americans profess to idolize. Even in the ad- 
ministration of home affairs she has set an 
example which America might do worse 
than imitate. I don’t wish to crack up 
the British; I don’t wish to convey the 
idea that Britain is perfection. Ido, however, 
maintain that Britain 1s worthy of more respect 
than she receives from a people who have bor- 
rowed much of their light from her counte- 
nance, who have not amore excellent Govern- 
ment than she bas, and who share with her an 
unguenchable thirst for progress and liberty. 
In this connection I mightadd that the phenom- 
enon of a people traditionally wedded to royalty , 
gradually, peremptorily, demanding the slacken- 
ing of oligarchic institutions and developing 
rapidly into a democracy should alone be sufli- 
cient to render the American mind impervious 
to political doctrines such asthe Heraldin its 
inane jubilancy over Russian expansion and 
territorial agyrandizement chooses to flaunt 
before the American public. 

On the other hand, what has Russia done for 
America, what has she done for mankind, nay, 
what has she done for her own people that any 
American should be in sympathy with her in her 
Asiatic encroachments? <A military despotism 
interested only in finding employment for her 
restless soldiers, Russia has accomplished noth- 
ing for which one nation on the face of the 
earth can legitimately say “Thank you.” Her 
treatment of the poor Poles and of her own Jew- 
ish population, her tardy emancipation of the 
serfs, her autocratic sternness in governing the 
under-fed, over-taxed, helpless millions who 
recognize her miserable rule, are things 
which it is unnecessary to dilate upon. 
Your contemporary thinks Russia justified 
in forcing ker vast battalions@ver the immense 
tracts of uninhabited territory which separate 
India from Asiatic Russia. ‘he effort is looked 
upon much in thesame light as that of a chicken 
bursting from its shell. Russia wants more 
room! Heavens! She has more than she can 
people. Only the blindest Russo-fan would en- 
tertain the idea that Russia’s movements in Asia 
have anything whatever to do with the prosper- 
ity of a young and thriving empire. If Russia 
wishes to be respected in Europe why does she 
not give her people better laws, greater freedom, 
and more facilities for commercial and maritime 
enterprise? Instead of this, she grinds them 
down into abject servility by the grossest form of 
despotism the world possesses. er army is not 
for the protection of her empire, but some day 
to be the scourge of Europe, as it is now the 
terror of Asia. Room! It is not room, but 
land, Russia wants. So generally recognised is 
this fact in all countries, save, it would seem, 
this one, that there is not in Europe a single 
power friendly to the Muscovite. And herein 
lies the secret strength of Hritain’s cause. No 
European power can afford to stand by and see 
Russia beat England. The struggie, so far as its 
final issues are concerned, is not merely Russia 
for India, nor Russia for Constantinople, but 
the supremacy of barbarism over not Europe 
only, but it may be the world.

Toronto, May 5.—The trial of James 
Stewart and John G. Wesley, two Americans, 
for the murder of John R. Arnold, was com- 
menced here to-day and excited much interest. 
The murder took place at Thornhill, about 20 
miles from here, where it 1s supposed the two 
men went to rob the Post Office. They arrived 
at the place in the afternoon with burglars’ tools 
and gunpowder to blow up the safe, &c,, and, 
meeting Arnold and a companion, went to a 
hotel with them, where a game of cards was 
played. Arnold won money from the Americans, 
which they refused to pay. A fight ensued, dur- 
ing which Stewart drew a revolver and shot 
young Arnold through the head.

MR. CROSS AND GEORGE ELIOT. 
From the London Truth. 

The publication of the “ Life” of George 
Eliot has brought forth numerous biographical 
skétches of her husband, Mr. J. Cross, and in 
one of them, which has appeared in a great 
number of newspapers, it is asserted that his 
relatives ‘* were yer g A opposed to his mar- 
riage, and used all their influence to prevent it.’ 
Tnis 1s pure fiction; there is not a shadow of 
foundation for any such allegations—which, of 
course, are most painful to Mr. Cross and his

RUSHING BILLS THROUGH THE 
SENATE AND ASSEMBLY. 
THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE AND PARK DEPART- 
MENT MEASURES PASSED IN THE 
SENATE YESTERDAY. 


' 

ALBANY, May 5.—The Senate went to 
work in earnest to-day to pass bills. The Gibbs 
Dock Department bill, which, in addition to 
placing that department on the same level as 
others in New-York, relative to the acquire- 
ment of annual appropriations from the Board 
ot Estimate and Apportionment, reduces its 
three Commissioners to one, was briefly dis- 
cussed. Senator Gibbs had the section stricken 
out relative to a single-headed commission, stat- 
ing that he would not jeopardize the Dill 
by passing it in that shape. He under- 
stood that a combination had been made 
in the lower house, whereby the piil was certain 
to be defeated if this section was retained, al- 
though favorable to single-headed commissions, 
he had, after consultation with the local author- 
ities, decided not to press this point. It was ab- 
solutely necessary that the balance of the bill 
should be passed, for the new constitutional 
amendment interposed obstacles to the present 
méthod of raising funds for the Dock Depart- 
ment that could be overcome in no other way 
than that proposed by this bill. The bill was 
accordingly amended and passed, and now goes 
to the Assembdly. 

The Brooklyn Bridge bill was passed by a vote 
of 23 to 2 inthe shape urged by Senator Dag- 
gett, Mayor Low, and many Brooklyn citizens. 
It places the management of the structure in 
the hands of the Mayors and Controllers of 
New-York and Brooklyn; authorizes the erec- 
tion of an extension over Centre-street to the 
City Hall Park, and gives Brooklyn the privi- 
lege of erecting an extension for rairoads either 
through Washington or Adams street to 
the City Hall. Senator Jacobs wanted that 
portion stricken out relating to the Brooklyn 
extension, saying the city should not be bur- 
dened with an expense which private corporations 
stood ready toassume. Mr. Daggett replied that 
public sentiment in Brooklyn was divided over 
this question, but a very large majority of the 
citizens desired the extension. Senator Daly 
asked that the clause providing for the New-York 
extension be also stricken out. Neither o? these 
propositions was adopted. Then Tim Campbell 
demanded that the section making all employes 
upon the bridge and its extension amenable to 
the civil service law should be stricken out. “ [ 
want to get at the civil service law,” exclaimed 
the sly member from Corlears Hook. Twenty- 
three Senators voted — this, while Senators 
Campbell, Murphy, Cullen, and Plunkitt voted 
forit. The two members who voted against the 
bill on its final passage were Senators Daly and 
Murphy. 

Senator Gibbs introduced and had placed on 
the order of third reading a bil! to increase from 
10 to 20the number of Sanitary Inspectors em- 
ployed by the Health Department. 

The Raines bier g bill was passed. 

The Long Island City Tax bill was also passed 
by the Senate. Senator Cullen made a speech 
against it and several amendments were offered 
by its opponents, but none of them were adopted. 
Senator Otis had to scour the clerk’s room for 
votes, several of the Senators openly declaring 
their intention to dodge. The absentees were 
called three times, and at last Senator Titus cast 
the seventeenth and decisive vote, saving that 
he did not fully understand the measure, but he 
would vote for it, belleving that there was a 
general public demand for its passage. The bill 
now goes to the Governor. 

The soldiers of the State are evidently begin- 
ning to resent legislative interference with the 
civiliservice law. Kenorts reach Albany that 
they are circulating petitions against the Earl 
bill among the veterans in various towns of the 
State, witha view to forwarding them to the 
Legislature in due season. ‘The obnoxious bill is 
about 100 bills down on the calendar. 

Senator Lansing is exceedingly angry to-night 
with the Republican Party as represented in the 
Senate. He moved at to-day’s session to have 
his bill relating to'a “proper distribution” of 
the Capito! patronage read and passed. * Objec- 
tions were at once offered, and Senator 
Thacher, Democrat, again sought to intro- 
duce his resolution to investigate the Cap- 
itol management for the purpose of 
ascertaining what reasons, if any, exist for a 
change in the existing plan of completing the 
building. Of course that was objected to by Mr. 
Lansing, and he in turn moved to make the bill 
a special order for the afternoon session; there- 
upon some ot his Republican associates turned 
upon him and refused to be whipped into line. 
Senator Comstock, of Troy, defined his position 
in pointed language. The Capitol ought, he gaia, 
to be completed, and the Legislature ought to 
make the annual appropriation for the work. 
He was satisfied that the appropriation which Mr. 
Lansing had tacked upon his bill would never be 
authorized by the Governor, and he was opposed 
to endangering its safety sg including it ina bill 
of this nature. To the bill itself he saw many 
objections. Two other Republicans, Senators 
Gibbs and Daggett, united with Mr. Comstock in 
voting with the Democrats against Mr. Lansing’s 
tnotion, and it was lost by a vote of 14 to 15. It 
is probable that one or two other Republicans 
will follow their example and vote against the 
obnoxious bill. 

William Litchworth was renominated mem- 
ber of the State Board of Charities by the Goy- 
ernor, and was confirmed by the Senate. 

Senator Robb introduced the supplementary 
bill relating to Niagara Park and giving to the 
present Commissioners and their successors the 
sole right of managing the park. They are 
authorized to appoint a Superintendent and 
necessary assistants, and to sell the machinery 
and buildings on the lands SS by the 
State for park purposes. The bill was ordered 
to a third reading, 

Senator Gibbs moved to order toa third read- 
ing his double-headed Emigration Commission 
bill. Senator Robb, however, objected, and the 
bill retains 1ts place on general orders. Bernard 
Bigiin was an interested, but disappointed, spec- 
tator of this little move. 

In addition to a number of unimportant meas- 
ures the Assembly this afternoon passed Mr. 
Hagan’s bill providing for the rere ofa 
portion of Avenue I) in New-York City; Mr. 
Connolly's bill to prevent the construction and 
operation of railroads in a portion of Bushwick- 
avenue, Brooklyn, and Senator Plunkitt’s bill 
to discontinue all proceedings to acquire lands 
for Cedar Park, inthe Twenty-third and Twen- 
ty-fourth Wards, New-York City. Mr. Sheehan’s 
amendments to the excise law abolishing the 
**three-beda”’ clause in cities of 150,000 inhabitants 
and upward was lost by a vote of 63 to 33. 

Word has been brought to Albany by a poli- 
tician who believes he has uccurate information 
onthe subject that Mayor Grace will not reap- 
point either Cornelius Van Cott, Fire Commis- 
sioner, or Jacob Hess, Commissioner of Charities 
and Correction. 

The Superintendent of Banks to-day author- 
izedtthe Herkimer Bank, of Herkimer, hereto- 
fore a private concern, to do business as a State 
bank. Its capital is $75,000. The bank of H. J. 
Minor & Co., at Dunkirk, which has just col- 
lapsed, was a private, not a public, bank. 


THE THEATRICAL LICENSE BILL. 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 5.—A hearing was 
given by the Governor this afternoon on the 
Theatrical License bill. Among those present 
in favor{fof the bill were ex-Judge A. J. 
Dittenhoefer, the author of the _ bill, 
Gen. Barnum, A. M. Palmer, Samuel Colville, 
John F. Poole, and Marshall H. Mallory, and 
among those opposed to the bill were John T. 
Agnew, Israel Jones, and E. Randolph Robin- 
son. Mr. Robinson said that the bill, if it be- 
came a law, would have the effect of crippling 


fers great benefits on the community. Unless 
the society which he represented had the enforce- 
ment of the laws and the collection of licenses 
there would be a lax administration, and dis- 
reputable places would spring up in abundance. 
Judge Dittenhoefer replied that if it was a 
brand and stigma on the dramatic profession to 
be singled out from every vocation in the 
world to be taxed to support a prison, it was no 
answer that the House of Refuge needed money. 
There was no good faith in this arrument, be- 
cause it could make no difference to the 
society where it got its money. It was 
only a struggle for power on the part 
of the society to maintain its grip on 
the theatres. <As_ to a Places, 
it is for the Mayor to refuse licenses. And it 
might as well be argued that because there are 
vicious publications the highly respectable pro- 
fession of journalism should be taxed to support 
criminal institutions. 

Mr. A. M. Palmer made afew remarks in favor 
of the bill, and Mr. John T. a spoke against 
it. Gen. Barnum read letters from Edwin Booth, 
Lawrence Barrett, John T. Raymond, and George 
Fawcett Rowe, and presented, also, a petition 
signed by about 500 actors and actresses ef New- 
York, praying the Governor to sign‘ the bill.

ASSAULTING A DEMENTED GIRL, 


MARY GALLAGHER’S TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE 
TOLD IN COURT. 

PHILADELPHTA, May }6.—The adventures 
of Mary Gallagher, a young demented woman 
who wandered from her home at No. 641 Bain- 
bridge-street on last Thursday, were recounted 
at the Central Station to-day, where six men were 
arraigned on the charge of assaulting her. The 
girl has been slightly demented since the death of 
her brother, about three months ago. On Thurs- 
day afternoon she started out fora walk, and 
did not return. Un Friday her father, Francis 
Gallagher, informed Lieut. Thompson, of the 
Seventeenth Police District, and the latter sent 
out a general alarm to all the districts, giving 
the name anda full description of the missing 
girland ordering her detention if found. The 
lather heard of his daughter at a late hour on 
Monday night, when he learned that she had been 
committed to prison. In the meantime the 
girl had undergone a terrible experience. 
After leaving home she wandered to West 
Philadelphia, and during Thursday night slept 
in an outhouse. She beggea for food dur- 
ing Friduy, and na the night was 
found by an officer of the Twenty-tirst Dis- 
trict sleeping in anopenlot. She was arrested 
and locked up at the station house, and although 
her description was on the station house books, 
the next morning she was arraigned on the 
charge of vagrancy and committed to the Coun- 
ty prison for 24hours. She was released on Sun- 
day morning, and wandered into the wilderness 
known ag the ** Neck,” which is infested with 
gangs of young ruffians, and is almost as 
inaccessible as the Welsh Mountains. Here 
she was assaulted by more than 2 ruffians. 
She was then abandoned, and late on Sun- 
day night was found by Officer Mason, of 
the Second District, who took her to the 
station house and locked herinacell. The 
next morning she was charged with drunkenness 
and was again committed to the County Prison 
for % hours by Magistrate Lelar. She was re- 
stored to her bome to-day 1n a serious condition 
of both mind and body. The police arrested 
Thomas Carman, Matthew Volimer, Matthew 
and Joseph Gontz, Frank Dewolf, and Albert 
Donahue on the charge of being concerned in 
the assault on the girl. No evidence was pro- 
duced against Volimerand he was discharged. 
The other men were committed for a further 
hearing on Friday. Late this afternoon Second 
Distrist officers arrested two more white men 
and anegroonthecharge of participation in 
the outrage, and it is expected that more arrests 
will follow. 


WORKMEN ON STRIKE. 

SPENCER, Mass., May 5.—Over 500 boot 
bottomers and lasters are on strike here. The 
shops interested are those of Isaac Prouty & 
Co., Bacon, Kent & Co., E. Jones & Co., Bullard 
& Co., J. Green & Co., Bemis & Allen, and Bacon 
& Sibley. These shops employ 2,000 men and are 
the principal industrial establishments of the 
town. Thecauseof the strikes is a series of 
grievances, the principal one of which is the 
failure of the men to get an increase of wages 
on the Istof May, which they have had regularly 
on that day for three years past. and which they 
say was promised them at the time of the Winter 
cut-down. The crimpers, treers, clickers, and 
finishers got theirraise as usual. The feeling 
here is very strong in favor of the strikers. 

Canton, Ohio, May 5.—Fifteen drivers 
and machine scrapers of the New-York and 
Pennsylvania mine, at New-Hazelton, Connot- 
ton Valley, struck this morning for an advance 
from $1 35 to $1 50 per day, throwing 30 miners 
out and closing the mine. One hundred and 
twenty miners of Ridgeway, Carlon & Co.’s mine 
struck this morning. Ali the other mines in the 
Connotton Valley are working, but 1t is thought 
that several hundred miners will soon strike. 








CARELESS WORKMEN HELD. 

William H. Heckmann, the foreman of 
the workmen who were tearing down the build- 
ing at No. 175 Eldridge-street on Monday even- 
ing, when the wooden cornice fell and severe- 
ly injured two children, was arraigned in 
the Essex Market Police Court yesterday, to- 
gether’with five of the workmen, for neglecting 
to put the necessary guards and danger signals 
in front of the place. Officer Kenny testified 
that no railing or inclosure of any kind had 
been placed on the sidewalk in front of the 
house. On Monday he called the attention 
of Foreman Heckmann to the fact, and 
advised him to place guards in front. 
The latter replied that there was no danger, but 
promised to take the necessary precautions. The 
officer walked on, and some time later he heard 
of the accident to the children. The physician 
at the Chambers-Street Hospital sent certifi- 
cates stating that the Neumiller child was seri- 
ously injured, but there were hopes of his re- 
covery, but the Kopankowitz boy was in a very 
critical condition. The child’s sister said to Jus- 
tice White that the physician had told ber that 
her brother’s skull was fractured. 

Counsel for the defendants said that the work- 
men were not on the roof when the children 
were injured, and no one knew what it was that 
made the cornice fall. The court, however, held 
Heckmann in $5,000 bail and the other workmen 
in $500 bail each. 


TOO BIG A JOB FOR MULDOON. 

William Muldoon, the ex-policeman and 
ex-wrestler, who has been posing on stages of 
late, was seen in his old rdle in Irving Hall last 
evening. Heappeared on the stage with Mat- 
sada Sorakicni, the Japanese wrestler. Muldoon 
made a wager of $100 with the Japanese that he 
could throw him five times in one hour, and 
last evening he attempted to accomplish the. 
feat. They started at their work shortly 
after 9 o'’olock. Muldoon of course acted 
on the offensive. He threw his opponent 
on the cushioned stage a dozen. time 
but on every occasion the Jap woul 
rise without being turned over on his shoulders. 
After tugging away for 24 minutes, Muldoon 
managed to get what is known as ‘‘a three- 
quarter Nelson” hoid on the wiry Celestial, and 
laia him fairly on his back, gaining the first fall. 
He now had only 36 minutes to gain the other 
four falls. He worked hard, but without suc- 
cess, and when the hour bad expired only one, 
fall was credited to the ex-policeman. Mutdoon 
says that he injured his right arm at anearly 
stage of the contest, and that this fact accounted, 
for his failure.

THE STABBING OF PHELAN 


TRYING THE AGENT OF THE RE- 
VENGEFUL DYNAMITERS. 
SHERIR VICTIM SHOWING HIS WOUNDS AND 
HIS ARMORY IN COURT—THE OASE 

FOR THE PROSECUTION CLOSED. 

For the first time since the man who 
gtabbed him has been on trial in the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer, Capt. Thomas Phelan personally 
appeared in the case yesterday. He came into 
court early, with his boy “ Bob,” and took a 
peat where the jurors could all get a good look 
at bim. Before the day was over he was called 
upon to exhibit himself. Once the lawyers made 
him go behind the jury box, a well-dressed man, 
even to his black kid gloves, and then he came 
to view again in a minute or two, stripped 
jike a pugilist ready for the ring. The 
half dozen women who were permitted to filter 
through the carefully guarded door did not ap- 
spear to know whether it was proper for them to 
look shocked or not. Capt. Phelan remained 
standing in dignified semi-nakedness, and let the 
jurors look at the purple scars left by the cuts 
and stab wounds on his arms and back. The 
two broad scars on either arm, which had left 
deep welts in the flesh, were sufficient indication 
‘that. the man who struck the blows did not 
spare his muscle. Short seemed as much inter- 
ested in looking at the wounds as anybody. 
Capt. Phelan put on his clothes again and 


nswered questions. It was while Lawyer 
rooke was talking to him about pistols that the 
pecond dramatic event of the day took place, 
“Do you always go armed?” asked the at- 
torney. 
* Usually,” responded the witness. 
» Have you a pistol with you now?” 
Tapt. Phelan replied that he had. 
“How many ?” Mr. Brooke said. : 
“Only three,” responded the witness with im- 
perturbable gravity. 


He was asked to show them and readily com- 


lied. . First he took a large weapon, with a very 

ong and dangerous-looking barrel, from his in- 
side coat pocket, and showed itto the jury. It 
gay have been purely unintentional, but he 
held itso that an unexpected discharge would 
have sent a bullet into Short’s forehead. Drop- 
ping this weapon on the bench witha wild West- 
ern recklessness that made Judge Van_ Brunt 
hurriedly move his chair a littie, the Captain 
reached into his hip pocket and drew out another 
revolver, capable of doing as efficient work as 
the first one. Then he felt in his overcoat pocket 
and found another one. He piled all three or 
them close at his elbow, with their shining bar- 
rels pointed at the lawyers’ table, and ‘smiled se- 
renely at * Bob.” 

* Any more ?”’ asked Mr. Brooke. 

“That’s enough tor present purposes,” said 
Phelan. : 

He exhibited a permit from the’ police per- 
gnitting him to go armed and carefully hid away 
his battery in his pockets again. The court room 
was filled with people anxious to hear the testi- 
mony. but three times as many more were 
turned away from the doors. Capt. Williams 
and Gen. Daniel E. Sickles were permitted to 
pass guard. The only recognized man from Ros- 
ga’sshop said that ** our people” did not care 
about coming over. Assistant District Attorney 
Fellows, in telling the jurors what evidence he 
‘proposed to offer, said that no matter what the 
motive or how great the provocation, personal 
‘vengeance should not be reaped ia the public 
streets. 

Cavt. Phelan when called pointed out Short to 
‘the jurors as the man who stabbed him. He had 
‘mo doubt about it. As evolved by innumerable 
;questions, both on the direct and the cross exam- 
‘nations, Capt. Phelan’s story wasthis: He ar- 
rived in this city from the West soon after noon 
on Jan. 9, the day of the the stabbing, and after 
going to the Continental Hotel he hurried direct 
to Kearney’s liquor shopin West Twenty-ninth- 
street. He expected to be there the day before, 
and had so telegraphed to Kearney. Phelan 
knew Kearney abroad andin this country. His 
visit was partly to see his kinsfolk and partly to 
explain an interview in a Western newspaper 
which Rossa had republished, and from which 

helan was under censure as being false to what 

e called ** revolutionary ideas.”” Kearney’s wite 
wasintheliquor store when Phelan went in 
there with his boy’s pistol in his hip pocket. 
The two men had a little pleasant conversation, 
during which the objectionable interview was 
mentioned, and it was finally agreed that they go 
down to Rossa’s oflice to see about it. 

“Were you sober at the time?’’ was one of 
the questions Mr. Brooke put to the witness. 

“TI was,” he answered positively. 

* Did you drink anything in Kearney’s place?" 

* One glass of sour beer.” 

** How long since you drank anything before 
you got that?” a 

** Not since I left Kansas City,” said Phelan. 

Mr. Brooke repeated several threats against 
Rossa, filled with oaths, and asked the witness if 
he bad uttered them before starting for Rossa’s 
office, or at any other time. 

“I say emphatically that I never did,” an- 
swered Phelan. 

The threats repeated were all in relation to the 
objectionable interview, and promised ali sorts 
of uncomfortable things for Rossa if he printed 
sharp comments on Phelan’s conduct. On the 
‘way down to Rossa’s office the two men stopped 
at two liquor shops. One of them Phelan did 

otenter. At the other one, which was close to 

ossa’s Office, he took a drink of whisky. On 
the way down he changed his pistol from nis hip 
‘pocket to his coat pocket. He said that he did 
not look to see whether it was loaded or not. 
Capt. Phelan knew Rossa weil, had been in his 
office before. and had frequently sent him col- 
lections for the “‘resources of civilization.” 
ossa was not in the office when Phelan and 
earney went in. There was one man sit- 
ting in the inner room—Rossa’s private office— 
whom Phelan could not see, and another man, 
to whom he had been introduced before, sat 
reading ata table in another room, Kearney in- 
troduced Phelan to this man again, they ex- 
changed the salutations of the aay, and Phelan 
sat down near the door. O’Brien came in at 
that moment and asked Phelan how long he had 
been in the city. O’Brien went out, but soon 
came back, looked in at the door, and walked off 
again. Just as he went away the second time 
Short came along with a knife in his hand, 
rushed straight at Phelan, and stabbed him. 
The Captain described as nearly as he could the 
manner of the assault. Short seemed to be aim- 
ing at his throat, but the blows were warded off 
‘and reached his head. The Captain identified 
the knife, which was bound around the handle 
with cord. This,as Mr. Fellows explained to the 
urors, was done for the purpose of giving Short 
firmer grip. 

*Did you go into Rossa’s office with a news- 

per in your hand, reading from it and com- 

enting on it?” asked Mr. Brooke. 

*T am positive I did not,” said Phelan. 

“*Did you have a newspaper with you?” 


“IT might have had a copy of the Kansas City * 


Journal in my pocket.” 


* Phelan was shown the paper with the inter-:; 


view ana asked if it was the same one that Rossa 
republished. He answered that it might be. 

“Have you any doubt about it?’ asked Mr., 
Brooke. 

“Yes,” he said; “Ihave grave-doubts about 
en that Rossa publishes.” 

apt. Phelan was 

moval from the Capitol Police in Washington. 
He said that he was there from 1875 to 1879. 
Then he tried to elect a Congressman who was 
beaten, and losthis place. He denied that he 
was dismissed on account of charges being pre- 
ferred against him. Henever saw the charges 
until be read them in Rossa’s paper. He denied 
also that his dismissal from the police force was 
due to the investigation of charges he had made 
against otber ofiicers, and produced a letter 
from the Sergeant-at-Arms who appointed him, 
commending hisefficiency. Capt. Phelan denied 
that he was an expert with a pistol or that he 
had ever pretended to be. He was skilled in the 
‘use of the rifle, and besides giving an occasional 
demonstration of his proficiency to his friends, 
he had given one or two exhibitions on the stage. 

“Did you ever staba bunco steererin New- 
York?” asked Mr. Brooke. 

* Well, yes. I gave him just one-touch.” 

* No more than one?” 

“No; he didn’t wait for any more.” 


* Were rs ever charged with stabbing a man”

im Kansas City ?” 

* Yes, I was.” 

** Ever in a duel out that way ?”’ 

“Never. A mansent me a challenge once, but 
the afterward withdrew it.” 

The remaining seven witmesses for the prose- 
cution were soon disposed of. John M. Murphy, 
Assistant Foreman of Engine Company No. 7, 
at Centre and Chambers streets, said that he saw 
Capt. Phelan just after t'ae stabbing, und bound 
up a bleeding wound in his arm with a handker- 
chief. He saw that Phelan was seriously wound- 
ed,andran back tothe engine house to call a 
hospital ambulance. While he was thus em- 
ployed he heard a pistol shot. After the ambu- 
lance arrived the witness assisted in lifting the 
wounded man into it, and went with him to the 
hospital. , 

Dr. Nathaniet H. Kirby. :ambulance surgeon 
at the Chambers-Street Hospital, saw Capt. Phe- 
lan three minutes after the ambulance call was 
sounded. Hetook him to the hospital, assisted 
in dressing his wounds, a1id saw him quite fre- 
quentiy during his stay for treatment there 
until Feb. 3. In Dr. Kirb y’s opinion the wounds 
were dangerous. Dr. J ames A. Moore, aiso of 
the Chambers-Street He spital, tuld about receiv- 
ing Capt. Phelan at tk.e hospital, and described 
the stab wounds foun¢; on his body. 

George W. McAdam, lawyer. with an office just 
across the street froin Rossa’s shop. heard Phe- 
Jan’s cry for help, and sawa man (whom he 
identified as Short) run across the street into 4 
liquor saloon. In a minute orso he came out 
pain and walked slovrly up City Hall-place witb 

hands in his pockets. A policeman tapped 
him on the shoulder. The men had some 
words, Short talking as though he were remon- 
stratine with the r,oliceman, and finally they 
eame back to where, Phelan was lying. Mr. Mc- 
Adam heard the policeman ask Short if he 
stabbed Phelan, ar,d the answer was “No.” A 
boy said that the 'snife was in the hallway, and 
Bman went for it, Somebody told Phelan that 
his injuries were, pretty serious, and he said: 
“ Well, if Lhave got to die I'll die like a man.” 
Before the words were out of his mouth be 
ulled a revolver from the right-hand pocket of 
bis coat and fired directly at Short. The ball hit 
2 inthe groin. About 20 people were gath- 
a) ah pea P) ;elan at the time of the shooting.

out of the saloon with another man and walk up 
City Hall-place with his hands in his pockets. 
When the policeman put his hand on Short’s 
shoulder, without having uttered a word, Short 
said: “I bad nothing to do withit. I don't 
know anything about it.” The policeman took 
Short’s hands from his pockets and found fresh 
blood on them. He arrested him and walked 
back with him to where Phelan was lying. Here, 
again, Short denied the stabbing. Capt. Phelan 
paid that Short wasthe man who stabbed him. 
The policeman searched Short for a knife, but he 
found none. Some one told him it was on the 
stairs, and he senta man upforit. While the 
man was gone Phelan drew a pistol from his 
coat pocket and fired at Short. he policeman 
let go of his prisoner and wrested the revolver 
away from Phelan. Short took advantage of the 
opportunity and tried to run off toward Cham- 
bers-street. He was easily recaptured and taken 
to the station house. he knife found in the 
hall was identified, and the prosecution rested 
its case. Judge Van Brunt was informed that 
the defense would probably get in all its testi- 
mony to-day.

PROF. BOYESEN SUED. 


ACCUSED OF STRIKING A BOY AND MAKING 
HIM DEAF. 

For a blow which he planted on the 
cheek of youthful, tow-headed David W. Tovey 
Prof. Hjalmar Hjorth Boyesen, of Columbia 
College, appears in the City Court as defendant 
ina suit for $5,000 damages. The suit is brought 
by the boy through his father, Alfred E. J. 
Tovey, editor of the Brewers’ Journal, as 
his guardian ad _ litem. It is on trial 
before Judge Hawes and a jury. The 
complaint states that one day in 
August, 1883, on the piazza of a hotel at West- 
hampton, Long Island, Prof. Boyesen rushed 
savagely at the boy, who was then’? years old, 
and struck him on the head, the blow resulting 
in his becoming deaf, The Professor admits 
having delicately chastised the boy because he 
had bullied and beaten his son and other smaller 
boys. The blow he administered, he says, was 
gentile and intended to bea mere warning to the 
tyrannical young Anglo-Saxon. 

A young colored woman, who was employed 
as the guardian of young Tovey while his 
father was in Europe and his mother was tem- 
porarily in Bostor, testified yesterday that 
while her charge was by her side she was as- 
tounded by the sudden descent of Prof. Boyesen 
upon him. The Professor struck him on the 
side of the head with such force that he fell 
over against her. She took the boy up stairs, 
and he was sick for several days, his face being 
much swollen. After that he complained of 
deafness. Prof. Boyesen made no explanation 
to her of the cause of his assault. The witness 
denied that she had ever said that Boyesen 
aay tapped the boy on the lower part of the 
cheek. 

Mr. Tovey testified that his son was not deaf 
prior to the assault, and that he has since been 
under medical care. Several school teachers in 
whose care young Tovey was before 1883, said 
they never noticed any impairment of his hear- 
ing. Dr. William E. Rollins said that the boy 
suffers from chronic catarrh, and an “ opaque 
condition of the drumhead.” It is the opacity 
that is the immediate cause of the deafness. Dr. 
Rollins could not teli the cause of the opacity, 
but he believed it might have been a blow. 

For Prot. Boyesen’s side of the controversy 
Dr. D. B. St. John Roosa appeared as a witness. 
In his opinion, a blow that did not knock a boy 
down could not have provoked deafness. It 
was common for children to become deaf— 
ay from colds. A child who was allowed to 
bathe in the sea too long or too frequently might 
be expected to become deaf. Kdward al- 
sey, proprietor cf the Westhampton Hotel, 
said that the Tovey nurse girl told him 
that Prof. Boyesen only slapped the boy 
lightly on the cheek. In view of _ her 
statement to him, he and the Professor had un- 
dertaken to subpcena her, and they were: very 
much surprised by discovering that she had 
gone over to the Toveys as a witness. Mr. Hal- 
sey knew positively that the youthful David 
bathed a great deal. Somewhat indefinitely he 
said: * They had atough time to eee him out 
of the water.”’ There seemed to Mr. Halsey no- 
body qualified to look after him properly when 
he was at the hotel—his father being in Europe 
and his mother in Boston. 

Prof. Boyesen will tell his story to-day.

WHITELAW REID IN COURT, 


beeeneaigsee asian 
THE CHARGE OF: CRIMINAL LIBEL PRE- 
FERRED BY CHARLES P. MILLER, 

In the Yorkville Police Court yesterday 
the examination in the caseof Mr. Charles P. 
Miller against Mr. Whitelaw Reid for criminal 
libel was begun before Justice Murray. Mr. Reid 
was present, accompanied by W. F. G. Shanks 
and Lawyer Runkle. The latter made a tech- 
nical plea for the dismissal of the complaint. 
He urged that it contained no criminal charge, 
nor was there any allegation that a publication 
had been made. It was not alleged that the ar- 
ticle was read by anybody, simply that it ap- 
peared in the Tribune. There was nothing 
in the complaint setting forth the circu- 
lation of the paper, without which there 
could be no libel, nor was it shown that the 
paper was circulated in New-York. It did not 
appear either that the article referred to Mr. 
Miller; there were many Millers in this city. 
There was no allegation of malice. Then Mr. 
Runkle urged, too, that the article was not libel- 
ous anyway. Mr. Miller said certain things 
about Nathaniel Sards, but there was nothing to 
show that the defendant knew anything about 
Mr. Sands. 

Mr. Miller, in response, said that his counsel 
was absent at a funeral, but that he was never- 
theless ready to go ahead. Hecited the pro- 
visions of the Penal Code and argued that it was 
not necessary to show malice in a publication of 
the sort that had appeared in the ‘ribune 
against him. That was presumed. There was 
only one Charles P. Miller in the Directory. The 
Tribune had cailed him Citizen Miller 
and Citizens’ Committee Milier, and on 
Dec. 30 last that paver spoke of him 
in terms that were almost libelous. For four 
months past he nad remained silent under the 
statements of the Tribunein regard to himself 
because they did not attack his character, but 
now he did not propose to stand it it he could 
help it. The Tribune had said: ** Let him re- 
member what came to be thought at last of 
Nathaniel Sands,” intimating that he had sold 
himself out to Hubert O. Thompson to get some 
favors from Mayor Grace. 

Justice Murray told Mr. Runkle that he had 
attacked the complaint in a technical way, 
which he had a right todo. He would consider 
the metter of dismissing the complaint and give 
his decision on Saturday afternoon. 

6 OS 
LAWYER KAHN'S BIG BILL. 

The most recent side issue of the suit of 
Mary Irene Hoyt to open the probate of her 
father’s will is the suit of Aaron Kahn, one of 
her deposed attorneys, before Referee Ashbel 
Green, to obtain $60,000 in addition to the $15,000 
that has already been paid him for his services 
in her behalf. Mr. Kahn was examined yester- 
day before the Referee by his counsel. Robert 
Sewell, concerning his labors in Miss Hoyt’s be- 
h@if. He said that he had given his entire time 
day and night to her service from Sept. 9, 1882, 
up to last week Wednesday. He had traveled 
over thecountry to obtain lawyers and witnesses, 
had settled disturbances with her servants that 
would otherwise have gone into the courts, and 
had performed various other services. 

Mr. Kahn produced two bi volumes of 
printed testimony in the Hoyt will case before 
the Surrogate, and said that he had another vol- 
ume of proceedings, besides a great deal printed 
with a type writer, in all of which proceedings 
he had been her attorney. For his services in 
the trial of the case he had never received one 
cent, the $15,000 having been paid him for pre- 
vious services. The estate, he said, the propo- 
nents’ counse) conceded to be worth between 
$5,000,000 and $6,000,000, and he claimed that it 
was worth $15,000,000. Under these circum- 
stances, he said, he did not consider his claim of 
$60,000 excessive. 





WILLING TO HOLD OFFICE. 

A delegation of gentlemen representing 

the National Steamboat Owners’ Association 
asked the Mayor yesterday to appoint James 
McCartney, an employe of the Department of 
Public Works, who is chief of the force engaged 
in furnishing water for onipping. to the position 
of Dock Commissioner. McCartney is a County 
Democrat, living in the Eighteenth District. The 
Mayor gave the delegation cold comfort, obsery- 
ing that Mr. McCartney was a young man with 
a reputation to make, and that the position of 
Dock Commissioner wasa very responsible one. 
McCartney bas just been appointed a Special 
Agent of the Treasury Department. He has not 
accepted the position, and will not if he can ob- 
tain that of Dock Commissioner. 
- Most of the Judgesin New-York have joined 
in a petition to the Mayor for the reappoint- 
ment of Commissioner of Jurors George Caul- 
field: A petition signed by a large number of 
business men for the reappointment of Tax 
Commissioner Asten was yesterday presented to 
the Mayor. Among the gentlemen who thus ex- 
press a desire to see Mr. Asten remain in office 
are William Dowd, Sam Sloan, Percy R. Pyne, 
Thomas Rutter, J. D. Vermilye, Isaac Bell, D. D, 
Witkers, and Ww.

SOME BAD JUMPS TO TAKE, 
oe 
THE NEW COURSE OF THE ROCKAWAY 
STEEPLECHASE ASSOCIATION, 

The new steeplechase course and club- 
house of the Rockaway Steeplechase Associa- 
tion, situated at Cedarhurst, Long Island, were 
yesterday inspected by about 50 members, who 
went down from this city on a special train. 
These included Stanley Mortimer, E. Berry Wall, 
George Work, J. D. Cheever, Butler Duncan, 
Charles Heald, and Capt. J. H. Coster. The club- 
house, which overlooks a spacious meadow bor- 
dering on Great South Bay, is built in Queen 
Anne style and surrounded by broad verandas. 


The main floor contains an office, library, and 
dining and billiard rooms. The kitchen, laun- 
dry, and storeroom and the quarters of the 
steward and servants are in the basement. The 
two upper stories are devoted to private cham- 
bers, situated on either side ot the broad corri- 
dor running theentire length of the building. 
A little tower raises itself above the building 
and contains a balcony, from which a view ma 
be had of the country for miles around. A full 
view of the course may be had from all the front 
windows of the clubhouse. A spacious grand 
stand has been erected 200 feet from the house, 
and the open space between the two buildings 
will be used asa paddock. The stables and ken- 
nels are removed a distance to the left of the 
clubhouse. 

The course is said to be the most severe ever 
Jaid out in this country. It is a mile anda 

uarter in lengtb, and the banks, hurdles, and 

ences are al] from three and one-half to four 

and one-half feet in height. The in-and-out 
jump is constructed in very close quarters, 
which will not permit a horse to recover from 
the first jump before he is obliged to make the 
second. The most formidable feature of the 
course, however, is the water jump, which is 
bordered by a four-foot bank, and is 15 feet 
wide. A short-mile course is constructed with- 
in the larger one, andatrack for flat races has 
also been laid out. A polo ground is markea 
off directly in front of the clubhouse and with- 
in the circle of the courses. 

The inaugural meeting of the association will 
be held at Cedarhurst on Saturday next, and will 
include four steeplechases and one flat race, The 
entries are numerous and include some well- 
known amateur and professional sportsmen, 


ANOTHER GAS BILL PROPOSED. 


Sontaine slp ctaiaoene 
LOOKING INTO ITS CONSTITUTIONALITY— 
THE MAYOR AND CITY LEGISLATION. 

A new Gas bill which it is proposed 
shall be introduced at Albany is receiving the 
attention of the Corporation Counsel, who has 
been asked by the Mayor for an opinion as to its 
constitutionality. Senator Murphy is its author. 
It provides that the Mayor, Controller, and Com- 
missioner of Public Works shall constitute a 


commission to rerulate the price of gas. If Mr. 
Lacombe gives it as his opinion that the bill is 
constitutional it will be introduced. 

The Mayor has written to Assemblyman Shea, 
at Albany, the following letter: 


**Referring to your letter regarding the Gas Com- 
mission, I desire to say thut I have never entertained 
or expressed to any person any desire that the method 
which was provided forthe appointment of the com- 
mission should be so changed as to vest the absolute 
power of appointment of all the Commissioners in the 
Mayor. Indeed, I took no sides on the Gus Dill, as I 
did not consider it a measure affecting directly the 
municipal government of this city. 

“While writing you on this subiect I wish to say 
further that the statements which lam informed have 
been made uponthe fioor of the Assembly Chamber, 
to the effect that I have flooded the Legislature with 
proposed bills, are wholly unfounded. As Mayor of 
the city of New-York | consider it a part of my offi- 
cial duty to keep myself informed as to all proposed 
legislation affecting the city, andin view of the fact 
that there have already been piaced upon the tiles of 
the two houses upward of 230 printed bills affecting 
this city to a greater or less extent you will not be sur- 
prised that I have been obliged, in conjunction with 
other municipal officers, to frequently cause amend- 
ments to be proposed or objections to be urged. Per- 
sonually I have caused to be prepared only three bills, 
viz., the bill amending the Park act of 1854, a bill to 
reduce the number of Commissioners inthe Park De- 
partment, and a bill to provide tor the payment of the 
expenses of the Police Department in the same man- 
ner that the expenses of other departments are paid. 
None of these bills have received the slightest consid- 
eration In the Assembly and only one of them has been 
considered In the Senate, so that the time and atten- 
tion of the Legislature has not been occupied to any 
—— extent In considering legislation proposed 

y me. 

| have united with the heads of departments in pre- 
senting memorials in favor of certain bills prepared by 
the several departments, but no one has been author- 
ized to quote me as being in favor of or opposed to any 
bill affecting the city except the authorized representa- 
tives of the Corporation Counsel, Messrs, ¥. M. Scott 
and C. P. Miller.” 





VERY EXPENSIVE TO THE CITY. 


ANOTHER MEETING OF THE ASSESSMENT 
COMMISSION AND NO QUORUM PRESENT. 


The weekly meeting of the Assessment 
Commission was not held yesterday, there being 
no quorum of the members present. More than 
two months has passed since the commission 
last met. In about two months the commission 
will adjourn for the Summer, if a quorum can 
be gotten together to take this step. Two weeks 
ago John Kelly drew from the city Treasury 
$750 for his services as Commissioner during the 
first quarter of the year. In that time he had 


attended one meeting only of the commission. 
Assuming that the meeting lasted three hours, 
Mr. Kelly received for his services $250 an hour, 
or $4 16a minute. Mr. Garry drew his $750 lust 
Monday. As he was not present at any meeting 
of the commission during the last month of the 
quarter, he received $250 for which he had never 
done any work. 

In addition to the $18,200 yearly expense at- 
tached to this commission there is a salary of 
$5,000 a year which is paid to John A Beall, the 
lawyer who looks after the interests of the city 
before the commission when it meets. Mayor 
Grace said yesterday that early during the 
session of the present Leyislature a bill was pre- 
sented to him for his approval, extending the 
time of the commission for hearing evidence one 
year. ‘I told the people interested in the Dill,” 
said the Mayor, “that I should oppose it to the 
extent of my ability, because from all T could 
gather the work could and ought to have been 
done long ago. I have been hoping from day to 
day to see the Commissioners themselves close 
up their work, for there are some conscientious 
men on the commission. Iam sorry Judge Bar- 
rett has granted them an extension, for the work 
ought to be wound up peremptorily.” 





AGAINST SPECULATIVE DIRECTORS. 

A movement has been started among 
the operators and stockholders in several large 
corporations in Wall-street to see what legal 
steps can be taken by bona fide holders of rail- 
way stocks to prevent the speculative operations 
of Directors in competing roads. Contestsamong 
such roads have led to fierce cutting of rates, 
resulting in a decline of stocks. Persons who 
would be cognizant of projected cuts, through 
ofticial connection, could base their i ely ter 
accordingly. When sufficient stock has been 
forced out by these practices it has here- 
tofore happened that the wars would 
cease, cutting stop, and an advance be suc- 
cessfully engineered. This has grown to be 
so common as to hardly excite surprise. The 
movement now started has been undertaken by 
some of the disgusted stockholders of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, and Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific Railroads, which have been fighting over 
business to the Northwest, and which has re- 
sulted in a series of cuts in rates which have 
brought down the actual rates to points far be- 
low the cost of transportation. Several of the 
larger stockholders have become apprehensive 
that this war, like so many others of a similar 
character, was engineered by the Directors, 
sought the advice of counsel as to the legal 
remedy. and laid the case before John R. Dos 
Passos after receiving assurances of co-opera- 
tion'from Chicago holders, Mr. Dos Passos de- 
clined to say anything yesterday about the 
matter. 





WAS ONE OF THE TRUSTEES BRIBED? 

The new Board of Trustees of the village 
of New-Rochelle was formally organized on 
Monday evening, and they had a stormy session. 
President Charles G. Banks presided. A question 
was raised as to the eligibility of several of the 
members on the ground that they were not tax- 
payers. A committee was appointed to look up 
the law. President Banks occasioned consider- 
able excitement among the members of the 
board by stating that he had been in- 
formed that one of them _ had_ accepted 
a bribe of $100 from the New-York 
ana New-Jersey Globe Gaslight Company, at 
the time the last contract was made with the 
corporation. The President wanted 1t distinct- 
ly understood that if the charge was proved he 
would not sit in the same board and transact 
business with such a member. He therefore 
asked that an investigating committee be ap- 
ointed to inquire into the matter. William 
3rady (Democrat) and John Shehan (Repub- 
lican) were appointed a committee, with the 
President as an ex Officio member, to make an 
investigation. 





A BULLET THROUGH HIS HEAD. 
William Reiffurth, a German, 29 years 
old, keeper of a large saloon at No. 160 South- 
street, committed suicide yesterday afternoon 
_by shooting himself in the head. Reiffurth was 
formerly barkeeper for the man who kept the 
place before him, Frederick Felduysen, who 
died in a lunatic asylum about two years ago. 
After Feldhuysen’s death, Reitfurth took the 
piace anc incurred a large amount of iudebted- 
ness which he has not been able to pay off, and 
it is supposed that despondency on this account 
led him to commit suicide. Yesterday after- 
noon, about 1 o'clock, he went into the office of 
Jolin Wilson, a towing agent, which is immedi- 
ately above the saloon, and there being nobody 
present sat down in a chair and shot himself 
with a revolver.

FOR THROWING LIFE LINES. 


A COMPETITIVE TRIAL OF SIX INVENTIONS 
AT ENGLEWOOD CLIFF. 


A competitive trial of apparatus for 
throwing life lines to the tops or upper windows 
of large buildings was held yesterday under the 
supervision of the Fire Commissioners. The com- 
petitors, six in number, together with Fire Com- 
missioners Van Cott and Croker anda number of 
the officers of the department went on the 
Zophar Mills to Englewood Cliff, where the tests 
were made. The apparatus brought forward in- 
cluded two carbines, two devices for firing, 
or rather for giving direction, to rockets, 
One small cannon, similar to those in use 


on board small yachts, and an air gun. In 
each instance a short length of wire or small 
chain was attached to the projectile, and to this 
was fastened the end of a line, differing in size 
from a fine fishing line toa cord nearly an eighth 
of aninchin diameter. The object desired by 
the department is to obtain an apparatus which 
can be easily and quickly handled, and with 
which a line can be accurately thrown through 
a high window or to the roof of a building. By 
means of sucha linea rope of sufficient size can 
be drawn to the desired spot to serve in itself as 
a means of escape or with which to hoist a flex- 
ible Jadder or other device. 

The competitors were Mr. Otto C. Rigl, of the 
Fire Department repair shop, who threw a line 
850 feet with an air gun; Mr. Patrick T. Ryan, 
of Engine No. 25, whose small cannon carried 
430 feet of line skyward; Mr. Francis I. Gray, of 
Engine No, 18, whose device, a rocket, carried 
theend of 640 feet of line over the top of the 
chff; Mr. B. F. Morris, of Hook and Ladder No. 
15, whose rocket, with line attached, reached a 
height of 405 feet; Mr. John Travera, of Albany, 
who fired 310 feet of line, his weapon being a 
breech-loading carbine, and Mr. Ronald Mac- 
donald, of Brooklyn, whose weapon, a muzzle- 
loading carbine, threw a projectile 200 feet. 


A DIME FOR GETTING HIM A WIFE. 

The most amusing matrimonial letter 
which has yet been sent to Castle Garden was 
received yesterday by the Superintendent of the 
Labor Bureau. It was written by John D. Os- 
terhoudt, of Tobasco, Ulster County, who rep- 
resents himself as a ** full-blooded American,” 
and says tnat he “weighs 175 pounds in 
Winter,” and is 6 feet high. He _ de- 
sired a wife whom he “could live with 
In peace and union.” If she should turn out “to 
be a little on the tall order it would be no 
fault.”
